“Washington, February 27—The Cuban 
elligerency resolution was taken up in 
he senate, and on the suggestion of Mr. 
Morgan, in charge of it, unanimous con- 
sent was given that at 4 o’clock tomorrow 
the vote shall be taken on the resolution 
and all amendments. 
'In the colloquy on the subject Mr. Hill 
d that he had desired to speak; but had 
to leave the city, and would not ask delay;

The question is whether Spain 
can quer Cuba. Can Spain continue to 
hoki/Cuba as a province? I deny it. 

“f say that the ten long years of suc- 
aire resistance to Spain by Cuba shows 
that Cuba today has the power to, and 
Will, maintain successful resistance. This 
thing a year ago was what the French 
call emeute—a mere handful of men called 
“‘brigands’ on the east coast, some of whom 
Were hung as pirates, hostes humani 
generis—-today it is an insurrection. 

“Every Cuban is a patriot. The Cubans 
have given up homes, families, everything 
through the hope of liberty. ‘fell me that 
& people like that can be conquered! 
Never! Never! Never! Will they be again 
unwilling subjects to the throne of Spain? 

“No instance can be found in which a 
million and a half of people, combined and 
confederated so unanimously as they are, 
have ever been subjugated except by ex- 
termination. What American boy does not 
remember the burning oration of Henry 
Clay when he spoke for Greece in 1824, and 
when he predicted that so long as Ther- 
mopylae and Marathon were remembered 
no Greek would lay down his arms before 
the Turkish power. We are told that the 
Cuban insurrectionists are negroes, mu- 
lattos, Indians. S80 much the more reason 
why we should sympathize with them, 
and say ‘God help them in their dire ex- 
tremity.’ 


Where Liberty Lives. 

“Liberty lives with the poor and op- 
pressed; not with the wealthy and powerful. 
it throbs in the breast of the imprisoned 
bird; it has gone with the martyr to the 
Stake, and has taken its flight with his 
soul to God. Liberty cannot be extinguish- 
ed when a people are unanimous in defense 
of the rights which God has given them. 

“And if these people, ignorant and poor, 
Struggling against despotism, have imitated 
us, why should we content ourselves with 
a bare expression of Sympathy with their 
cause? It is a mere farce for us to do 
anything else than to declare our belief to 
the world that the Spanish cause is hope- 
less in the island of Cuba. 


Requirements of Recognition. 

“I deny and repudiate the doctrine that 
all vestige of Spanish power must be 
eliminated from Cuba before we can recog- 
Wze the independence of that people. 

“Are we to wait until the island is made 
desolate by fire and sword? Are we to 
Stand silent and dumb while a Spanish 
governor (called a general) declares his 
intention to bayonet the people of Cuba, 
and to butcher them into subjection to 
the Spanish queen? I say that, if we do, 
God will curse us. 

“I say that if we do, we may be sure 
that the time will come when there will 
be retribution upon us as a people, because 
we have not been true to the task assigned 
us by providence; because we have not 
cherished the legacy of self-government 
bequeathed to us by our fathers.” 

Gray Spoke Next. 

Mr. Vest’s splendid rhetoric was listened 
to with rapt attention and great admira- 
tion by a full senate and crowded galleries: 
and his peroration was applauded on all 
sides. 

He was followed by Mr. Gray, who. com- 
plimented him with the remark that if the 
independence of Cuba could be achieved 
by eloquence, it had been achieved by the 
burning words that had fallen from the 
lips of the senator from Missouri. No one 
could have heard them, he said, without 
sympathizing with the feeling with which 
the -senator’s. heart wag. throbbing, and 
without giving favorable response to every 
aspersion which he had uttered for that 
unhappy island. 

Mr. Gray went on to argue the futility 
of declaring Cuban independence when 
every senator knew that the struggle for 


| it was not yet successful. 


Mr. Lodge gave notice that he would 
offer as a substitute for the pending reso- 
lution the resolution reported in the house 
from the committee on foreign affairs. 


For Coast Defenses. 
A resolution was reported from the com- 
mittee on contingent expenses to author- 
ize the committee on coast defenses to take 


testimony and to visit such places as may 
be necessary. 

This provision was objected to by Mr. 
Cockrell, on the ground that it would give 
a roving commission to the committee on 
coast defenses. The chairman of that com- 
mittee, however, Mr. Squire, republican, 
of Washington, said that the committee 
might desire to examine the defenses of 
New York city, and he was willing to 
have that limitation put in the resolution. 
The resolution was amended in that way, 
and was agreed to. 

The subject of the seacoast defenses of 
the country was elaborately treated in a 
speech by Senator Proctor, republican, of 
Vermont, in which he advocated land 
fortifications in preference to the creation 
of a powerful navy. 


Purchase of Steamers. 


Bills appropriating $500,000 for two first- 
class steamers for the Pacific coast and 
$100,000 for a public building at Newport 
News, Va., were passed. Also the army 
appropriation bill, with no greater delay 
than that caused by its being read in full. 
It appropriates over $23,000,000, and is the 
fifth of the annual appropriation bills that 
have passed the senate. 

At 5 o’clock p. m. the senate adjourned 
until tomorrow. 


SCRUGGS NAMED AS COUNSEL. 


VENEZUELA SELECTS HIM AS ITS

Washington, February 27.—Minister An- 
drade, of Venezuela, has received 2 cahle- 
gram from his government announcing 
that the original documents, maps 
and records collected by the _ histori- 
cal commission appointed by President 
Crespo, will be sent forward at once ior 
delivery to the high boundary commission. 

As a steamer leaves La Guayra for 
New York tomorrow, it is likely that these 
important data will reach Washington the 
latter part: of next week. 

The minister, in his mail which arrived 
yesterday, also received the official ap- 
pointment of William L. Scruggs, of Geor- 
gia, formwerly United St minister at 
Caracas, as counsel for nezuela before 
the c»mmission,.

SUB-COMMITTEE 
MAKES A REPORT. 


It Favors the Recognition of the 
Cuban Insurgents. 


RESOLUTIONS AS REPORTED 


There Was an Exciting Scene at Ad- 


journment. 


OBJECTION TO ITS IMMEDIATE CONSIDERATION 


House Will Probably Take Action To- 
day—Congressman Hitt Is 
In Earnest. 


Washington, February %7.—(Special.)—The 
house awoke to the occasion today. 
Its committee on fore'gn affairs reported 
a ringing resolution giving the insurgents 
the rights of the belligerents, and declaring 
that the United States was prepared to 
protect Jegitimate interests of Americans 
by intervention, if necessary. 

When Mr: Hitt reported the resolution 
to the house it was received with ringing 
applause. It reads as follows: 

“Resolved by the house of representa- 
tives (the senate concurring), That in the 
opinion of congress a state of public war 
exists in Cuba, the parties to which are 
entitled to belligerent rights, and the 
United States should observe a strict neu- 
trality between the belligerents. 

‘Resolved, That congress deplores the de- 
struction of life and property caused by the 
war now waging in that island, and, believ- 
ing that the only permanent solution of the 
contest, equally in the interest of Spain, 
the people of Cuba and other nations, would 
be in the establishment of a government by 
the choice of the people of Cuba, it is the 
sense of congress that the government of 
the people of the United States should use 
its good offices and friendly influence to 


that end. : 
‘Resolved, That the United States has 


not intervened in struggles between any 
European governments and their colonies 
on this continent, but from the very close 
relations between the people of the United 
States and those of Cuba, in consequence 
of its proximity and the extent of the com- 
merce between the two people, the present 
war is entailing such losses upon the peo- 
ple of the United States that congress 1s 
of the opinion that the government of the 
United States should be prepared to protect 
the legitimate interests of Americans by in- 
tervention if necessary. 

“Resolved, That congress pledges its sup- 
port to the president in carrying out the 
foregoing resolutions.” 

When the contested election case was 
disposed of Mr. Hitt, from the center 
aisle, asked that it be read again, and 
asked unanimous consent for a vote upon 
it.. In asking it he announced that every 
member of the house was familiar with 
the situation, and he saw no reason for 
dela¥Y in the matter. At this moment Mr. 
Turner, of Georgia, arose and cried, “‘Mr. 
Speaker—.”’ 

He was cut off in the con- 
fusion, and the clerk was instructed to 
read the resolutions again. Immediately he 
finished, Boutelle ef Maine was upon his 
feet and declared that the precipitate 
adoption of such resolutions would be 
apt to involve us in a serious war with 
Spain. He saw no necessity of such undue 
haste, and he therefore objected. If it had 
been Mr. Turner’s purpose to object, he 
was relieved of it. The affair was a flash 
in the pan. It looked for the moment as 
though the house would act quickly in 
recognizing the Cubans. If there were 
more than two men on the floor who were 
not in favor of action, they were not ob- 
served. 

The hovwse sym pathizes with the 
Cubans, and the house may act tomorrow. 
The representatives realize that they have 
delayed as long as possible. The people 
demand vigorous action, and they shall 
have it, whatever be the vie®s of the 
president. Mr. Hitt will call up the rego- 
lutions tomorrow. Mix We Ds 


HOUSE WORK IN DETAIL. 


AN EXCITING INCIDENT JUST BE. 
FORE ADJOURNMENT. 


Cuban Resolutions Suddenly Called Up. 
For a Few Minutes It Looked 
Like Immediate Recognition. 


Washington, February 27.—As soon as the 
journal of yesterday’s proceedings was read 
in the house today the argument of the 
contested election case of Van Horn vs, 
Tarsney was resumed. 

An agreement was announced that a vote 
would be taken at 4:30 p. m. today. Before 
the debate had proceeded far the proceed- 
ings were interrupted by Mr. Hitt, republi- 
ean, of Illinois, who reported from the 
committee on foreign affairs resolutions, 
relative to Cuba, as a substitute for the 
various propositions referred to the com- 
mittee. 

The reading by the clerk was frequently 
accompanied by applause from the compar- 
atively few members on the floor. 

Mr. Sulzer, democrat, of New York, asked 
unanimous consent that the resolutions be 
made special order for next Tuesday, im- 
mediately after the reading of the journal. 
“This is an important question,” he eaid, 
“and should be considered as early as pos- 
sible.”’ . 

Mr. Meridith, democrat, of Virginia, ask- 
ed unanimous consent that they be consid- 
ered now. 

Mr. McCall, republican, of Massachusetts, 
objected. 

“Mr. Speaker, the house is considering an 
election case and—’’ interrupted Mr. John- 
son, republican, of Indiana. ’ 

Mr. Meredith: “It won’t take two minutes 
to pass them.” (Applause.) 

“Tl have been instructed by the commit- 
tee,” said Mr. Hitt, “to ask consideration 
of the resolutions at the very earliest mo- 
ment that ihe business of the house wil) 
permit.” ! . 

Van Horn Won the Seat. 

The house went on with the case of Van 
Horn vs. Tarsney. 

When the debate ended by Jimitation a 
vote was taken upon the question of agrev- 
ing to the recommendation of the minority 
that the contest be reopened and the elec- . 
tions committee instructed to recount the 
pallots in certain precincts of Kansas City. 
It resulted, yeas 112, nays 164 The demo- 
crats and populists unitedly supported 
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Brown and Burton, of Ohio; Codding, Dov- 
ener, Fenton, Huling, Hyde, Kulp, Leigh- 
ty, Parker, Pitney,Powers, Southwick, Tay- 
lor (a member of the committee) Welling- 
ton and Wright. 

The resolutions of the majority declaring 
Van Horn entitled to the seat and that 
Tarsney was not elected.” were agreed to 
and the contestant sworn in. 

An Exciting Incident. 

The usual rush for the cloak rooms just 
preceding adjournment Was begun, it being 
then 5 o’clock, but it Was stopped by an 
unlooked-for incident, Which for a few 
minutes aroused great excitement. 

Mr. Hitt, chairman of the commprttee of 


-fore'gn affairs, standing in the center of 


the aisle, in a ringing Voice that command- 
ed instant attention, said: 

“This afternoon I reported from the com- 
mittee on foreign affairs a series of reso- 
lutions regarding the Cuban situation. Since 
then many gentlemen haye expressed a de- 
sire to vote upon them tow. Pursuant to 
those requests and in @edience to an in- 
struction from the ec ittee to secure the 
earliest possible action n them, I now 
ask unanimous consent t they be taken 
up for action. (Applause,) I do not suppose 
it is necessary to make @ speech upon them. 
The resolutions are 80 bFief, so plain, so 
simple upon a subject) with which every 
one in America is familiar, that there re- 
mains nothing more to @@ than to vote upon 
them.” (Cries of ‘“Vote?’’) 

Bailey Obtained Recognition. 

Mr. McCall, republican, of Massachusetts, 
who objected to present consideration 
when the resolutions Were reported, was 
on his feet directly in front of Mr. Hitt. 

Mr. Boutelle, republican, of Maine, who 
protested against the sudden action of the 
house in the passage of the bill appointing 
the Venezuelan boundary commission, and 
Mr. Bailey, democrat, of Texas, all de- 
manded recognition. The latter was for- 
tunate enough to catch the speaker’s eye, 


and said: 


“If a separate vote @an be had on the ! 


resolutions I do not know that I shall ob- 
object. The last resolution, as I remem- 
ber, pledges the support of congress to 
the president in carrying out the previous 
resolution. I think that should receive 
separate consideration.” 

“That resolution, I thay say,” explained 
Mr. Hitt, “was added to the original draft 
at the request of some Members who may 
not now care to press it, and a separate 
vote, I doubt not, can be had on it.’’ 

The resolutions were read by the clerk, 
and again a wave of @pplause swept over 
the chamber. 

May Mean War, Says Boutelle. 

Mr. Boutelle, with much earnestness, ad- 
dressed the house. 

“These resolutions, — understand,” he 
said, “grant belligerent Tights to the revo- 
lutionists in Cuba. This may involve the 
United States in a war with Spain and I 
must object to action fow in the absence 
of a word of explanation from the com- 
mittee. 

“I want to know what information was 
before them when they agreed to recom- 
mend the passage of these resolutions; to 
see if it will warrant Me as a citizen, as 
a patriot, as a member of this hovae, in 
approving their action, when the result 
may be to embroil my @ountry in a war 
with a nation with whidk we ate now at 
peace,” : i - 

“Will the gentleman Permit the house 
to consider the resolwtt 1 
tion?” asked Mr. Hi 

“Why, Mr. Speaker,” said Mr. Boutelle, 
“it is now 5 o’clock, and it is impossible at 
this hour to enter upon the consideration of 
this momentous question in a manner com- 
mensurate with its great, its vast impor- 
tance. Gentlemen about me—not all of 
them, I must say—are urging action, but 1 
must insist that we give it at least decent 
deliberation. I object.” 

“Objection is made,” said Speaker Reed. 

“The request for present consideration,” 
explained Mr. Hitt, “was made in view of 
the statements by many members that all 
the republicans on the floor were 1eady and 
desirous of voting upon the matter, of 
which they were fully informed. 

“I have no desire to force the matter 
upon the attention of the house at an in- 
opportune time, or over the opposition of 
any gentleman, and will withdraw the re- 
quest.”’ 

The ended the matter, and with a sigh 
of disappointment many members voted 
aye and none no, upon the motion of Mr. 
Dingley, republican, of Maine, at 5:05 
o'clock, that the house adjourn until to- 
morrow. 


MIX-UP IN MANITOBA. 


MEMBER OF THE LEGISLATURE 
MAKES OPEN THREATS.

Hot Discussion Follows Mr. Mulvey’s 
Statement Regarding Threatened 
Liberty. 


Winnipeg, Manitobia, February 27.—There 
was an exciting debate in the Manitoba 
legislature this morning when Attorney 
General Sifton’s motion protesting against 
contemplated federal interference in Mani- 
toba school matters, was carried by a vote 
of 31 to 7. 

The result of the work is a great victory 
for Premier Greenway, as he expected only 
twenty-nine supporters on the vote. Major 
Mulvey made a warm speech in support 
of Manitoba's position. He said he had been 
brought up in schools where children of all 
religious denominations attended, and this 
Was one reason why he was a firm believ- 
er in national schools. 

All great reforms are not made without 
some violation of the constitution, and as 
an instance, hé mentioned the abolition of 
slavery in the United States. ‘“‘The dominion 
government is trying to take awgy our 
rights and privileges and the rights of our 
children. We must enter a solemn protest 
against the retmedial measures under this 
measure to coerce Manitoba, Officers of the 
law or the government, if they do not en- 
force the by-law, if it is passed, are fined 
and sent to jail.” ‘ 

He believed that if such should 
result almost every member of the house 
would see that there was a general jail 
delivery. The liberties of this province 
were never in such danger as at presnet, 

He had taken up his gun four times to 
suppress domestic troubles. He was pre- 
pared to take it up for the fifth time in the 
interest of the liberties of Manitoba. 

Mr. Roblin deprecated the words of Ma- 
jor Mulvey, threatening rebellion and se- 
dition against law and order. The papers 
of the United States will fame with head- 
lines saying Manitoba is in rebeilion, he 
said. Members of the house to shoulder 
their rifiest against the constitution! 

“Does the law adviser of her majesty in 
Manitoba, the sworn officer of the crown, 
agree with him?’ he asked: “I pause to 
hear his reply—(pause). He is afraid—he 
dare not!’ 

“I deny I threatened rebellion,” said Mr. 
Mulvey. “I said if a rebellion should result 
I would be the first member of the 
to take up my rifle.”

The Body Found.

What are supposed to be the remains of 
Mollie Curtis, a young negro woman, W2re 
found in the well, which is situated five 
miles south of this place, on the farm of 
Frank Bowden. The girl was employed by 
Bowden as his cook, and two or three 
months ago she mvsteriously disappeared. 
No one knew what had become of her, 
but the belief with many was that, owing 
to a certain condition she had got in 
since being in his employ, Bowden had 
either sent her out of the county or had 
murdered her. The parents of the girl 
especially believed this, and so expressed 
themselves—that “—Bowden had murdered 
their daughter. 

So strongly did they believe this that in 
Bowden's absence they ventured to drag a 
well on thé place, 

Part of the posse that went out to search 
for the missing girl returned at 7 o’clock 
tonight. As predicted by the grief-stricken 
old negro woman, the body was found in 
the well, but was left there, pending the 
coroner’s inquest, which will be held in 
the morning. 


At the time Coroner Frank Smith and two , 


or three others appeared on the scene 
Frank Bowden, with a pistol in his hand, 
was trying to drive some negroes away 
from the well. Coroner Smith ordered the 
negroes to hold Bowden and then walking 
up he placed his hand on Bowden’s arm 
and called for assistance to take him to 
Calhcun. 
Think the Coroner Was Murdered. 

Bowden told Smith that he would not go 
with the negroes but would go with him. 
The coroner assented, and both started for 
Calhoun through the bottoms Bowden, with 
the pistol still in his hand, and the coroner 
urarmed, that is the last seen of either one 
of them. The distance from the bottoms 
to town is about four miles, mostly through 
the woods. They left there about 5 o’clock 
this afternoon. Up to this writing—near 
midnight—they have not arrived here. 

Several parties have left town tonight 
and are scouring the woods in search of 
the two men. The worst is feared. 

Deputy Sheriff Johnson, who went to 
Adairsville this afternoon in search of 
Bowden, telegraphts the sheriff that the 
prokbility is that Bowden has killed 
Smith, as nothing has been head from them 
since they went into the woods together.

HOUNDS ON HIS TRAIL. 


A POSSE PURSUING A BRUTE IN 
NORTH GEORGIA. 
If Caught There Will Be a Lynching. | 
Traced to Tunnel Hill, Where 
Trail Was Lost. 


Chattanooga, Tenn., February 27.—(Spe- 
cial.)}\—News reached the city this morning 
at an early hour from Rock Springs, near 
Chickamauga, of one of the most daring 
and revolting crimes ever committed in 
Walker county. 

Miss Mamie, the beautiful twenty-two- 
year-old daughter of Reece M. Jones, a 
prominent and prosperous farmer residing 
two" miles“eust“of Rdéck Springs, was held; 
up by a white man with a huge knife, and 
under penalty of deaeth, was cruelly as- 
saulted within one hundred yards of her 
father’s home. 

The crime was committed in broad day- 
light this morning, and within ten steps of 
one of the principal roads in Walker 
county. 

The news of the horrible affair spread 
throughout the country like wildfire and 
reached this city almost immediately. Chief 
Hill was wired for the bloodhounds and in 
a short while City Detective Will Smith, 
who is a relative of the girl, and Perry 
Phipps were soon en route to the scene. 

The brute who committed the crime is 
unknown to his victim, but she states she 
can identify him if caught. Tonight the 
entire country is being scoured for the 
brute, and if he is caught he will never get 


to jail. 
: On His Trail. 

More than one hundred of the best men 
in Walker county are on the trail and are 
as determined a set of men as ever set out 
on a like search. It is believed the man 
was a tramp. The dogs are trailing the 
criminal toward Dalton, and it is confident- 
ly believed he will be caught before morn- 


ing. 

Already the arrangements have been made 
and the plan of his execution has been 
made. The arrangement completed is that 
if caught by the posse he is to be hanged 
to the most convenient limb and then his 
body riddled with bullets. After this is ac- 
complished it is determined by the posse 
to cut the body down and drag it behind a 
horse until the scene of the diabolical crime 
is reached, when the remains of the brute 
will be burned on a pile of fence rails. 

“That’s the way we treat such vermin in 
Georgia—black or white,”’ said a prominent 
farmer, after tle plan had been fixed.

MURDERER OF THREE.

New Orleans, La., February 27.—Arthur 
Schneider, who was convicted of murder- 
ing Hermann Schroeder, was today sen- 
tenced by Judge Ferguson, to be hanged 
on a day to be hereafter designated by 
the governor. It is understood Schneider's 
attorney will make application to the 
board of pardons for the appointment of 
a medical commission to examine into 
Schneider's sanity. 

It will be remembered he murdered 
Schroeder and tried to murder a young 
woman at the same time, and while in 
jail awaiting trial, he cut the throat of 
Deputy Sheriff Dug.an, from the effects 
of which the deputy died in a few days.

GRASPING FOR BOTH OF THE PARTIES 


Plans of Those Who Announce That 
They Are Authorized To Speak — 
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New York, February 27.—A ‘special com- 
mittee of the chamber of commerce on 
sound financial legislation met yesterday 
afternoon in pursuance of instructions to 
outline a financial policy to be followed by 
the chamber during the coming presiden- 
tial campaign. The following resolution, 
presented by Mr. Gustav H. Schwab, was 
unanimously adopted: 

‘“‘Resolved, That it is the sense of this 
committee that the agitation in favor of 


the maintenance of the present standard 
of value and against the free coinage of 


| silver should be prosecuted with vigor.” 


The following, presented by Mr. Rich- 


ard Young, was also adopted: 

“Resolved, That it be referred to the ex- 
ecutive committee with the recommenda- 
tion that they prepare and submit to the 
chamber of commerce an address inviting 
the co-operation of all commercial bodies 
and of all business men in the movement 
to secure the adoption by the national 
conventions of both great political parties 
of unequivocal declarations in favor of 
the maintenance of the present standard 
of value.’’ 

It was generally believed that Secretary 
of the Treasury Carlisle would appear be- 
fore the committee and speak on American 
finances, but Mr. Carlisle did not make his 


appearance. 

The meeting of the committee was ex- 
ecutive, but Chairman Hentz at its con- 
clusion remarked to a reporter: 

“It was assured personally by Mr. Car- 
lisle that he hoped there would be no 
stgaddling of the financial problem by the 
two great political parties, but that each 
party, in its convention, would boldly, take 
the bull by the horns and adopt the only 
safe policy, that favoring the gold stan- 
dard, for the nation to pursue.”

General Fullerton Declares the Presi- ‘ 
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ARE DIVIDED 


The- Republicans Talk of the Situation 
in Their Ranks, 


CAMERON FOR’ PRESIDENT 


Hoar Says That Free Coinage Is Not 
Quite Absurd, 


HOW DEMOCRAT TARSNEY WAS UNSEATED 


It Is Said Colonel Bill Clifton Has 
Been Offered a Place in the In- 
terior Department. 


Washington, February 27.—(Special.)— 
That debate in the senate yesterday 
demonstrated the fact that the republicans 
are more seriously divided than are the 


democrats. 

Both parties are torn into fragments 
over the financial issue. The single 
standard men of both parties have at- 
tempted to read the free coinage men out 
Within the ranks of democracy the war 
has been waging for some time. In the 
republican ranks it has just broken out in 
a more serious form, It is so intense that 
a republican representative said tg me to- 
day he had no idea of seeing a republican 
majority in the next house. The old re- 
publican leaders are greatly annoyed. They 
expect to see the fight started within their 
own party in the senate break out in the 
house and fear that the free coinage 
republicans will make all party measures 
secondary to silver. Such utterances as 


Senator Tonr Carter, who is chairman of | 


the republican campaign committee, made 
yesterday are sufficient to create consterna. 
tion, 

Carter started the open rebellion within 
the republican ranks, Teller and Dubois 
are seconding him and no one longer de- 
nies that the party, like democracy, hds 
split upon the financial rock. Senator 
Shoup, of Idaho, put the case plainly when 
he said today: 

“In my opinion the entire infer-mountain 
states and the Pacific coast will go to St. 
Louis demanding a plank in the platform 
recognizing silver in phraseology that can- 
not be misunderstood, as it has been in 
Platforms of both the republican and demo- 
cratic parties for the last twelve years. 
We will also ask that a candidate be nom- 
inated who has in some way indicated 
that he is not unfriendly to . bi- 
metallism or to the free coinage of both 
gold and silver. He must also state that 
he will approve a bill passed by congress 
authorizing the coinage of both metals 
at the ratio existing prior to 1873, namely, 
16 to 1. If such a plank is not indorsed 
by the convention, undoubtedly the ad- 
vocates of free coinage will place in nomi- 
nation a man of high standing and national 
reputation by whom they will stand. Who 
will that be? Don Cameron. He is the 
man to nominate, but if I had it in my 


power to name and elect a man’T should | 


Select Henry M. Teller. However, it is 
nmfy impression that Don Cameron will be 
the man nominated, if any one is. We don't 
want to bolt the party and nobody can 
read us out of it. 

“I believe that the free and unlimited 
coinage of silver at the ratio of 16 to 1 
would do more toward restoring prosperity 
than any other act congress could pass. 
Another thing, we would not quibble at 
the ratio. Ninety days after the passing 
of a free coinage measure a preposition 
for an international conference would 
come from abroad.”’ 

About the controversy of yesterday, Sen- 
ator Hoar says: 

“We are not trying to drive the silver 
republicans out of the party nor do we 
adhere to the gold standard to the exclu- 
sion of a subsidiary use of silver. Mr. 
Cleveland’s party is in favor of gold mono- 
metallism. The president thinks that bi- 
metaliism is an absurdity. We republi- 
cans of the eastern states deny that pro- 
position, We are somewhat separated, but 
we are not prepared to go to the length 
of our former republican friends from the 
silver states, I don’t know whether this 
controversy is going to slit the republi- 
Can party or not.” 

The Unseating of Tarsney. 

The house disposed of its first contested 
election case today. By a large majority 
it indorsed the acts of the fifty-first con- 
gress in unseating democrats to make 
place for republicans. John C. Tarsney, 
of Kansas City, was unseated and Mr. 
Van Horn, the republican contestant, was 
sworn in. The evidence in the case showed 
that sonfte frauds had been practiced in 
two wards of Kansas City, but there 
were not sufficient fraudulent votes to 
change the majority to Van Horn. 

To give Van Horn a majority the republi- 
cans of the election cémmittee threw out 
the wards entirely, thas giving Van Horn 
a plurality. All the democrats and a smal] 
number of the republicans voted against 
unseating Tarsney. The democrats made 
a strong fight. But during the past year 


Tarsney has not been the popular man in. 


the house he formerly was. Two years 
ago Tarsney was perhaps the most enthus- 
iastic free coinage man in the house. He 
was likewise a strong advocate of the in- 
come tax. Speaker Crisp appointed him on 
the ways and means committee. Some 
time thereafter Tarsney suddenly changed 
front and became a rank and rabid gold 
man. He had twice been elected to con- 
gress as a free coinage man. During those 
times the Kansas City newspapers were 
free coinage papers, but when The Times 
was purchased by a national banker and 
become a gold standard organ, he changed 
front. His flop was sudden. His old 
friends among the free coinage men were 
annoyed. They could not account for it, 
and in consequence their confidence in 
him sustained a serious wrench. He re- 
ceived a very small majority in his dis- 
trict and now the republicans deprive him 
of his seat. They do it for political reasons. 
Had he remained true to his original prin- 
ciples the free coinage republicans in the 
house might have voted for hint. 
A Plum for Colonel Clifton.’

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ef J. Hi Wiborg, Jans F. Peterson 
and H. Johansen, late captain, first mate 
and second mate, respectively, of the 
steamer Horsa,. who are charged with en- 
gaging in a Cuban filibustering expedition, 
Was resumed in the United States district 
court teday, | 

Assistant District Attorney Ralston con- 
tinued his address to the jury, contending 
that the thirty-nine men who boarded the 
steamer at sea off Barnegat, N. J., con- 
stituted a military expedition in the scise 
of the statute. He asked the jurors not 
to be influenced by the pleas of counsel for 
defendants for sympathy for the insur- 
gents, but Judge Butler interrupted him 
and stated that such plea would be irrele- 
vant to the case and it would not be per- 
mitted, 

Ralston spoke briefly and closed with the 
claim that the defendants were guilty of 
having violated the statute. 

Captain Ker, senior counsel for the de- 
fendants, then began his argument before 
court on the thirteen points presented by 
him yesterday and upon which he ask 
Judge Butler to pass in charging the jury. 

Captain Ker based his arguments Mainly 
upon the construction of the statute as 
regards a “military expedition.”’ He de- 
clared that to constitute a military expedi- 
tion there must be an organization, in- 
fantry, cavalry or artillery and that any 
other combination: does not form such an 
expedition. The speaker quoted authoritics 
in support of his argument. 

When Captain Ker had concluded Judge 
Butler also said that he would undertake in 
terpretation of the statute which he ex- 
pressed yesterday had not undergone any 
change. His interpretation of a ‘military 
expedition” is in conflict with the views of 
Captain Ker, and his honor amplified his 
remarks of yesterday by stating that ho 
was convinced that by the terms of the 
Statute congress meant to prohibit the 
fitting out of any such expedition. Judge 
Butler also said that he would undertake in 
his charge to define the terms of the act 
of congress in question and that he would 
expect the jury to accept the court's in- 
terpretation. 

Brief argument followed over the juris- 
diction of the United States in this case, 
it having been proved that the men 
and arms were taken aboard the Horsa 
at sea and possibly beyond the three-mile 
limit. This question wag not decided. Cap- 
tain Ker then began his address to the 
jury on behalf of the defendants. 


Spain and the South. 

After briefly reviewing the case he re- 
ferred to the action of Spain in recognizing 
the southern confederacy, but District At- 
torney Ingham interposed an objection on 
the ground of irrelevancy and Judge Butler 
sustained the objection. A mild controversy 
followed between the judge and the de- 
fendant’s senior counsel on this point, but 
nothing material developed. 

“Patriotism” Objected To. 

In conclusion the speaker made the dec- 
laration that Cuba would be free on the 
4th of July next and he appealed to the 
jurors not to make martyrs of the ac- 
cused. 

The district attorney again interrupted 
Captain Ker shortly before he ended, when 
the latter made a second reference to “pa- 
triotism,” and the court again upheld the 
objection. 

District Attorney Ingham made the clos- 
ing address to the jury. When he had 
concluded a recess was taken, at 12:20 until 
2 o'clock p. m.. At that hour Judge Bui- 
ler ‘began the delivery of his charge to the 
jury. The judge had reduced the charge to 
writing and he ‘read it: with deliberation. 
Upon the conclusion of his. charge the jury, 
at 2:35 o'clock, retired. 

Points To Be Considered. 

Judge Butler said that there were two 
points for the jury to consider, First, was 
the exposition organized here; and, second, 
did the defendants render it assistance with 
knowledge of the fact? Then referring to 
what constitutes a military expedition 
within the meaning of the statute, Judge 
Butler held that any combination of men 
organized here to go to Cuba to make war 
and provided with arms constitutes such an 
enterprise. 

Affirmed the Three-Mile Limit. 

The judge then ruled upon the thirteen 
points presented by counsel for the de- 
fendants, probably the most important 
ruling teing an affirmation of the con- 
tenticr that if the aid furnished by the 
defendants was given beyond the jurisdic- 
tion of the United States—beyond the three- 
mile limit at sea—a verdict of acquittal 
must be rendered. 

‘“‘We have nothing to do with the insur- 
reztion,” Judge Butler said, “and all you 
have to determine is whether the statute 
has been violated.’’ 

The jury had not reached a verdict when 
at 4 o'clock the court adjourned until to- 
morrow. 

Prior to adjournment the jury came in 
and asked the court whether all three of 
the uccused men could be considered ag 
officers of the Horsa, The judge answered 
in the affirmative.

Walling and Jackson Will Be Tried 
Secretly. 

Cincinnati, February 27.—This morning 
ex-Legislator James Graft, of Harrison, O., 
and David Davis, one of the attorneys for 
Will Wood, one of the men concerned in 
the Pearl Bryan murder, qualified in the 
police court on the bond of Wocd in the 
sum of $3,000. Wood was released, It has 
been decided to take no steps today in the 
extradition proceedings for Jackson and 
Walling. 

This determination grows out of an 
abundance ef caution. The matter will be 
heard at a time of which the public will 
not be advised in advance and an effort will 
be made to exclude all people, except news- 
paper men, from the hearing. There is no 


fear of vislence on the part of the specta- 
, but’ the court olficers desire to avoid 


the disagreeable jam and crush witch 
would aitend their presence in open court, 
The arrangement is to take Jackson and 
Walling through the tunnel from the jail 
to the ¢ourtreom, which will be lecacd 
and guarded by the watchmen.

Carolina Fight. 


HONORS SEEM TO BE EASY 


Men Who Represent Both Companie: 
Are Placed in an Embarrassing 
Position. 


The traffic fight between the Georgia 
and the South Carolina still runs on. This 
makes it embarrassing for men who repre- 
sent both companies as some do. There is 
probably nothing in the report which was 
circulated that the Louisville and Nashville 
is behind the Georgia in the war. The 
Louisville and Nashville hardly knows that 
it is on. Evidently the Georgia is retaliat- 
ing for the loss of fertilizer business which 
the South Carolina line is accused of hav- 
ing given to the Central of Georgia. Over 
in Charleston sentiment is being worked 
up against the Georgia because it is ship- 
ping around by Yemassee over the Port 
Royal and Augusta and the Charleston and 
Savannah, as against the South Carolina, 
which is first, last and all the time 4 
Charleston institution, so far as carrying 
traffic through that port goes. The South 
Carolina draws everything it can through 
Charleston. 

These two roads, the Georgia and the 
South Carolina, are old-time friends and 
allies. Just what is behind the diversion 
of business from the Georgia to the Central 
is not known here. Which road will get 
the worst of it is a matter of speculation. 
From here it looks as though honors would 
be about even between the two until the 
cotton season opens up again, when the 
Georgia can divert a great deal of freight 
from the South Carolina. 

What Will They Do with It? 

The sale of the Port Royal and Western 
Carolina road to General Sam Thomas and 
Mr. Ryan has been confirmed by Judge 
Simonton. Before the judge would confirm 
the sale Messrs. Thomas and Ryan had to 
sell their stock in the Southern and resign 
their official connection with that great 
system. They say that they bought the 
Port Royal and Western Carolina for their 
own individual purposes and that they pro- 
pose to weave it into a system, But where 
is the system? The South Carolinians would 
like to know what other lines are to be 
combined with this one. There seems to be 
no way of gratifying their curiosity except 
for Messrs. Thomas and Ryan to tell their 
plans. This they are not in any haste to 
do. The Port Royal and Augusta may be 
purchased, but these two roads put togeth- 
er would not make much of a system, 

Just as Was Predicted. 

Roads which are members of the. Joint | 
Traffic Association are making a great 
clamor over the failure of the board of 
managers to give them relief against rate 
cutting. Owing to this failure, they are los- 
ing traffic right and left every day in the 
week, and this loss already amounts to 
many thousands of tons. The longer it 
continues the harder it will be for the roads 
to recover the traffic which is being di- 
verted to round-about lines not members of 
the association. The board of managers 
has not been allowed to remain in ignor- 
ance of the condition of affairs, but it con- 
tinues inactive. In consequence of its dis- 
regard of the interests of the roads, many 
of them are threatening to ignore its ex- 
istence and to take independent action. 
That would be equivalent to the disruption: 
of the association. Predictions- are new 
freely made that it will never live to cele- 
brate the first anniversary of its organiza- 
tion. | |

STRIKE IN CHATTANOOGA. 


Linotype Operators on The News Go 
Out—Cause of the Trouble. 

Chattanooga, Tenn., February 27.—(Spe- 
cial.)}—There is a printers’ strike at Chat- 
tanooga. The linotype operators on The 
Evening News unexpectedly walked out 
this morning, and the operators will prob- 
ably be ordered out of The Times office 
tomorrow morning. 

The News and Times demanded the Typo- 
graphical Un‘on, on March Ist, to substi- 
tute a time scale on the linotypes in place 
of the piece scale of 9 cents per thousand 
ems a day and 10 cents per thousand ems 
at night. The union demanded $3 for 
eight and a half hours a day and $3.20 for 
eight hours at night. The newspapers de- 
mand the present time scale of $2.75 for 
eight hours a day and $3 for eight hours 
at night, which are the same rates paid 
at Knoxville, and the newspapers further 
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agree to pay a bonus to rapid operators, 
which will make the pay from $2.75 to $4.20 
per day of eight hours. The Evening News 
issued this afternoon was half-sized, the 
work on the linotypes being performed 
by reporters and typewriters. A young 
lady typewriter, in six hours, composed 
6,000 ems solid matter, never before having 
her fingers on the keyboard. 

Machine operators will no doubt be in 
demand in Chattanooga tomorrow.

WILL END TODAY. 


The Trial of Davis for the Killing of 
Goodwin in Macon. 


DYING STATEMENT OF GOODWIN 


Roland Reed’s Suit Against the South- 
ern Railway—General News 
from Macon. 


Macon, Ga., February 27.—(Special.)—Pub- 
lie interest hag been centered today on the 
trial of Mr. C. F. Davis, for the killing of 
Mr. F. M. Goodwin. There was even a 
larger attendance of spectators than on 
yesterday. The state closed its evicence 
this morning with the testimony of Chief 
of Police Butner, who testified to the dy- 
ing statement of Goodwin made in his pres- 
ence. He said that Goodwin stated he fol- 
lowed Davis on the fatal night for some 
distance, overtook Davis and threatened to 
whip him for having discharged him (Good, 
win) from the mius. He commenced to 
pull off his coat to carry out his threat, and 
Davis shot’ him as he was in the act of 
taking off his coat. Goodwin said he was 
unarmed at the time of the trouble. Other 
witnesses for the state testified that no 
weapons of any kind were found on Good- 
win after he was shot. 

A large number of witnesses have been 
examined during the day for the defense. 
The burden of their testimony was that 
Goodwin was very angry at having been 
discharged from the mills by Davis, and he 
Was heard by several persons to declare 
that he intended to whip Davis. Quite a 
number of prominent citizens who came 
from Davis’s former home, especially to 
attend the trial as witnesses, testified to 
Davis’s splendid character and standing 
while in Charlotte. Among the Charlotte 
witnesses were the following: Captain 
John Wilkes, manager of the Mecklen- 
burg iron works; Dr. E. C. Register, post- 
master; Thomas R. Robertson, J. T. An- 
thony, banker; Herriatt Clarkson, lawyer; 
E. L. Williams, foreman of the Mecklen- 
burg iron’ works. Parties in Macon also 
testified as*to Davis’s excellent character. 
Among them were Mr. R. H. Plant and 
Mr. Wallace McCaw, his employers, and 
Mr. Walter Perdue, clerk at the Hotel La- 
nier. Messrs. Perdue and Davis attended 
school together in Charlotte. Afterwards 
they resided in Wilmington, and finally 
both located in Macon. The case will prob- 
ably end some time tomorrow, 

Though the state’s witnesses have testi- 
fied that Goodwin had no pistol, the de- 
fense has set up the theory that he was 
armed at the time of the difficulty, and 
when they met on the incline side of the 
graded road the pistol may have fallen 
and. slided down, and an unknown tramp, 
who assisted in putting Goodwin into a 
hack after he was shot, may have picked 
up this pistol and carried it off. This 
tramp has never been seen since to be iden- 
tified. A party was introduced today as 
the supposed tramp, but he could not be 
identified. Mr. R. H. Plant, the well- 
known banker and owner of the mill prop- 
erty where Davis and Goodwin worked, 
testified that he heard the dying statement 
of Goodwin, and Goodwin said he followed 
Davis some distance, overtook him and 
threatened to whip him, and as he was 
pulling off his coat to execute his threat, 
Davis shot him. Goodwin was a much 
larger man physically than Davis. 

Death of Mrs. Bessman. 

The many friends of Mrs. Eliza Bessman, 
of Augusta, will regret to hear of her 
death, which occurred at an early hour this 
morning, in Macon, at the residence of 
her daughter, Mrs. Thomas C. Burke, 
where she has been residing sore t:me.

The 
deceased was seventy years old. She died 
from an organic affection of the heart. 
She was a noble woman, highly esteemed 
by all who knew her. The remains were 
carried to Augusta tonight for interment. 
The funeral services, with requiem mass, 
wll be held tomorrow from the Sacred 
Heart church,

Reed did 
not meet several of his engagements in 
different cities on account of the accident.

The City Hall Officials Are All Badly 
Crowded, They Say. 


‘ 
MAYOR KING WANTS MORE ROOM 


The Chairman of the Committee on 
Public Buildings and Grounds 
Calls for More Room, Too. 


That Atlanta needs and should have a 
home more commodious and more in keep- 
ing with the demands now actually made 
upon her. is apparent and will be shown 
conclusively by the testimony of the cily 
officials. 

The two special committees appointed 
by Mayor King to consider a future home 
for the city will meet in joint session 
today and with the committees will be as- 
sociated the city attorney, the city eng- 
neer, and fle chairman of the committee 
of the general council on public buildings 
and grounds, who happens to be a mem- 
ber of one of the special committees. It 
may be, too, that Mayor King will he 
present at the meeting, as he has been 
asked to attend. 

Every member of the two special com- 


mittees, the mayor and every officer of 
Atlanta, not only knows, but every one 
appreciates the nec»ssity of larger quar- 
ters for Atlanta, while each one realizes 
that some provision of that kind must be 
made quickly, all declaring that the svoner 
it is done the better it will be. 

The cramped and crowded condition that 
now obtairs with the city officials in the 
chamber of commerce cannot last much 
longer, as’ the volume of work is growing 
so very rapidly that space is even now 
almost at a premium. 

So urgent are the requirements for space, 
more room, that the city officials have 
ceased to think of a city hall°owned by 
the city or a lease. 

They don’t care a penny whether it is a 
permanent or temporary home. 

Their earnest desire just now is more 
room and it is a desire which shouid be 
vratified. No one knows the necessity 
for more room better than Mayor King, 
and no one is more urgent in supportng 
the efforts to imecrease the accommoda- 
tions the actual necessities of the city 
make almost imperative, as the wants are 
shown him. ‘This ne made manifest by 
the quickness with which he appointed 
the two special committees charged with 
securing new quarters for the city of- 
ficials. 

‘iver since I went into office, now near- 
ly two years ago,’’ said Mayor hing, “I 
have observed the crowded condition 
about the city hall, and have often wished 
we had more space. When I qualified as 
mayor it aid not take me :0ng to Gis- 
cover the fact that every department was 
crowded. Since then the volume of busi- 
ness has steadly and rapidly increased 
until today there is hardly standing room 


in some of the offices. ; 

“Every office in the building is terribly 
crowded and some relief must be obtained, 
and that at once, if possible. As I see it 
just now it is now a question as to whether 
or not Atlanta will build, a city hall or 
rent apartments -sufficiently large to ac- 
commodate the demands, but one of pro- 
viding room for the officers and the de- 
mands made upon them.” 

“IT have been,” said Mr. Woodward, ‘‘con- 
nected with Atlanta’s municipal work di- 
rectly for five years and I know that some- 
thing must be done. When I went into 
the council the space Atlanta then had in 
the city hall was enough, but before I 
tinished my two years we found it neces- 
sary to secure more space in the chamber 
of commerce building. Then for three 
years I served in the board of aldermen 
and before I went out the officers were 
again crowded and badly crowded, too. 
When I came back a few months ago I 
foundi that still more space had been se- 
cured. Mow the officers are as badly, if 
not worse crowded than ever before. Why, 
the clerk hardly has room for his force, to 
say nothing about his books, which are 
multiplying every day. Then look at the 
tax collector's office—a little coop. Every 
one knows the waterworks department 
hasn't got half the space it needs. I know 
the time when a desk and a book or two 
was all the comptroller wanted, but his 
books will now take more room than the 
office once called for. Just take a minute, 
if you please, to glance into the assessors’ 
office, and you’ll think you are not alone 
in the world. So it is with the marshal’s 
office.”’

The State Committee. 

Chairman Clay has issued the call for 
the meeting of the state democratic ex- 
ecutive committee, which is to assemble 
in Atlanta on Saturday, the Tth of 
March. The most important matter to 
be considered by the committee will be 
the question of holding one or two state 
conventions this year, and on the decis- 
ion of the committee will depend, to a 
very large extent, the’ size of the demo- 
cratic majority in Georgia in the fall 
elections. 

One convention and one primary con- 
test, in which the ballot box will be 
opened in every county in the state, will 
mean the heaviest democratic vote ever 
polled in a primary election in Georgia. 
It will mean the revival of democratic 
enthusiasm from the mountains to the 
seaboard, and the fact that all party 
nominations are to be made in one day 
will bring to the ballot box in Georgia 
on that day every democrat in the state 
who is interested in the primary action 
of his party. We need an old-fashioned 
democratic revival in Georgia, and one 
convention and one primary at which 
democrats can meet like brothers at the 
ballot box will bring it about, and if it 
comes there will be, to paraphrase the 

vernacular of the old-time camp-meet- 
ings, such an outpouring of democratic 
grace aS was never known in Georgia. 

On the other hand, if two conventions 
are called there will be two party pri- 
maries, and as soon as democrats are out 
of one campaign against themselves 
they will be in another, in which the 
party will be again divided at a time 
when it should be united for attack on 
the opposition in the fall campaign. In- 
stead of the ballot box being thrown 
open in every county in the state, the 
mass-meeting abomination will be called 
on for service, and a few henchmen of 
those having particular axes to grind 
will manipulate things on the plan of 
“the public be damned.” The great 
democratic masses will have no oppor- 
tunity to vote at the ballot box, and, in 
the hope of suppressing a popular vote, 
evervthing will be done to throw the 
primary action of the several counties 
in the hands of a few men whose chief 
interest will be the service of the fed- 
eral appointing power, without regard 
to the welfare of the democratic party. 
Primaries conducted on such lines will 
disgust the masses and intensify the 
strain on the tie that. binds the masses 
of the democracy to the party. 

One convention will be a convention 
of the people, liberally attended from 
every county in the state; two conven- 
tions will be two meetings of politi- 
Cians, with a repetition of the proxy 
abuse which has already had the effect 
of calling for action by a state execu- 
tive committee. 7

The Mask Off. 

A dispatch in another column gives 
the information that the New York 
chamber of commerce is to inaugurate 
ni once a campaign in favor of the Sin- 
gle gold standard. The special commit- 
tes appointed by the chamber some time 
ago to consider the ways and means 
necessary to control legislation in the 
interest of the British gold standard 
met Tuesday and outlined a policy to 
be followed by the chamber of con)- 
merce during the’ coming presidential 
campaign. 

A resolution was presented by a Mr. 
Schwab to the effect “that the agiia- 
tion in favor of the maintenance of the 
present standard of value and against 
the free coinage of silver should be 
prosecuted with vigor,” and was adopt- 
ed. <A resolution was also adopted to 
refer the Schwab (oh, doze zount money 
name! aindt it!) resolution to the exec- 
utive committee, with the recommenda- 
tion that that committee “prepare and 
submit to the chamber of commerce an 
address inviting the co-operation of all 
commercial bodies and of all business 
men in the movement to secure. the 
adoption by the national conventions of 
both parties of unequivocal declarations 
in favor of the maintenance ofthe pres- 
ent standard of value.” 

Chairman Hentz (vas ist los mit dot 
Hentz name?) of the special committee, 
told a reporter that he had been assured 
personally by Mr. Carlisle that “he 
hoped there would be no straddling of 
the financial problem by the two great 
political parties, but that each party 
would boldly take the bull by the horns 
and adopt the only safe policy—that fa- 
voring THE GOLD STANDARD, for 
the nation to pursue.” 

All this ought to be explicit enough 
to satisfy the people as to the real aims 
and purposes of the money power, and 
as to the real policy advocated by its 
agents and instruments in business and 
official life. It is to be observed that 
the New York chamber of commerce 
and all its connections, and even Mr. 
Carlisle, who was so rampant a free- 
coinage man a few years ago, have de- 
cided to throw off the mask entirely. 
We do not perceive in the resolutions 
we have quoted any humorous refer- 
ence to “sound” money, and gs for “bi- 
metallism,” American or international, 
that has been thrown into the trash bar- 
rel. The contest that is now on is de- 
clared by these agents and representa- 
tives of the money power to be a con- 
test in favor of the British gold stand- 
ard and against the free coinage of 
silver. 

It is a very hopeful sign that the 
New York chamber of commerce and 
Secretary Carlisle have thrown aside 
the thin mask of international bimetal- 
lism. It is a sign that these men and 
the elements behind them have come to 
the conclusion that the honest voters of 
the country are not stupid enough to 
be deceived any longer by the talk 
about “international bimetallism.” Four 
years ago there was not a prominent 
man in the country, nor a government 
official, nor a candidate for office, nor a 
newspaper editor,.who would admit that 
he was in favor of the single gold stand- 
ard. All the arguments of the -free- 
coinage men were admitted—being, in- 
deed, unanswerable—but the people 
were informed that to postpone free 
coinage would result in bringing about 
an international agreement and the re- 
opening of the mints of Europe and 
this country to the free coinage of sil- 
ver. 

Now the money power, ready to con- 
tribute millions to a corruption fund to 
carry out its purposes, announces that 
a campaign is to be carried on to “se- 
cure the adoption by the national con- 
ventions of both great political parties 
of unequivocal declarations in favor of 
the maintenance of the present stand- 
ard of value,” the British gold standard 
that has been maintained by the issue 
of bonds and the saddling of more than 
three hundred millions of dollars of 
debt on the people—on the men who 
labor in the factories, who dig in the 
ground, and who earn their bread in 
the sweat of their brows. 

The people ought to be thankful that 
shylockism has arrived at that stage of 
its career in this country where it feels 
justified in throwing off the mask be- 
hind which it has carried out its sinis- 
ter designs of demonetization and cur- 
rency contraction, and in laying aside 
the cloak under which it has been 
parading for twenty odd years. The 
Constitution is thankful and the peo- 
ple ought to be even more thankful that 
the money power has at last concluded 
to send its liars and its hypocrites to 
the rear and to go before the voters of 
the country on an issue about which 
there can be no mistake. 

So there is to be no more hypocrisy 
and double-dealing so far as the single 
gold standard is concerned! To main- 
tain that standard is the object of the 
campaign, which is to be backed by all 


| the agericies of the money power, and” 


by those who, either hypocritically or ig- 
norantly, have been trying to deceive 
the honest voters of the country as to 


| the attitude and 


purpose of the men 
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of silver. 

An issue that is boldly made can be 
boldly met, and the people—the honest 
voters of the country—in the campaign 
that shylockism has begun, will have 
the advantage of knowing who and 
what they are fighting against. The 
situation will be very embarrassing for 
some of those officious and _ official 
statesmen who went about the south in 
1892 declaring that the Chicago plat- 
form meant free coinage, who a little 
later bellowed about “international bi- 
metallism,” and who are now cooing 
and cuckooing about “sound” money. 
But they will have to put up with it. 
They cannot escape the deep pit into 
which official cueckooism is _ leading 
them. They will either have to stand 
with the people against the gold stand- 
ard and currency contraction, or they 
will have to stand with the money pow- 
er in favor of the policy that the people 
abhor because it is the policy of ruin. 

The issue has been made a long time, 
but now, for the first time, the money 
power has acknowledged it and has an- 
nounced that it proposes to compel both 
the political parties to declare in favor 
of the British gold standard and cur- 
rency contraction. Such a declaration 
would be infinitely preferable to Bypo- 
critical evasion and dodging, or to 
double-dealing. For the voters could 
then go to the polls with their eyes 
open and with a full understanding of 
what their ballots meant. The 
who goes to bed in a mudhole knows 
that he is going to get up dirty the 
next morning. He is not deceived about 
the matter. He knows what to expect. 
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Senator Carter’s Defiance. 

Perhaps the most {mportant revolt 
against the dictation of eastern inter- 
ests is that which finds its culmination 
in the speech of Senator Tom Carter in 
the United States senate. 

Senator Carter is the chairman of the 
national republican committee, and as 
such it will devolve upon him to open 
the proceedings in the St. Louis repub- 
lican convention. From his central po- 
sition in the councils of his party he is 
excellently well qualified to speak of 
the motives which governed the leaders 
in the Minneapolis convention. He 
boldly declared in his speech in the 
senate, and With the responsibility of 
the national republican chairmanship 
upon his shoulders, that the financial 
plank of the Minneapolis platform was 
intended to be an utterance in favor 
of the free coinage of silver. His plain 
intimation is that the republican party, 
equally with the democratic party, was 
Slaughtered after its convention by east- 
ern interests; that the goldbugs of the 
east, regardless of the party to which 
they belonged, acted as scuttlers on their 
respective ships. He sends from the 
great agricultural west, hitherto strong- 
ly republican, a protest against further 
Submission to such selfishness. The ut- 
terance of Senator Carter is important, 
because he leads the way for’ voters 
who have been hitherto hide-bound in 
republican allegiance to arise and make 
their presence and influence felt. 

The effect of a speech such as was 
delivered by Senator Carter will be to 
serve notice upon manipulators that 
they can no longer swing the country 
against its own interests, but that the 
voice of the people must be listened to, 
and such policies must be tak@én up by 
both parties as will tend to the progress 
and prosperity of the great mass of the 
people instead of being in the interest 
of a limited number of money changers. 

A Worthy Example. 

Spurred on by The Constitution’s pub- 
lication of the plan suggested by Colo- 
nel D. A. Tompkins, of Charlotte, N. C., 
the citizens of Dalton have decided to 
erect another cotton mill. 

The new mill will cost $100,000, the 
stock being distributed among all pew 
ple who wish to take part in the enter- 
prise. Dalton has already, in the Crown 
mills, one of the most successful enter- 
prises in the union. These mills have 
had phenomenal success, and large divi- 
dends have been regularly declared, so 
that the new enterprise is following an 
assured lead. 

The method of co-operatiom suggested 
by Colonel Tompkins makes it possible 
for every community in the country to 
utilize such surplus capital as may be 
profitably invested therein. Not only 
will the capital be profitably invested, 
but large numbers of people hitherto 
out of work will become industrious 
citizens. In this way the cities and 
towns of the state will become larger 
consumers of agricultural products and 
secure benefits to the entire sections of 
country in which such new enterprises 
are located. The principle of: co-opera- 


tion is one that requires intelligent 
management and honest control. Such 
management can be obtafned in every 
community if the people will study the 
question. 

Dalton is to be congratulated upon 
the advancement which it is making in 
manufactories. There is no reason why 
Dalton, situated as it is, should not be- 
come one of the great cities of Georgia. 
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As to the School Teacher. 

The plan suggested to the board of 
education by Mr. Hendrix for the es- 
tablishment of a normal school is one 
which contains much of merit. 

It is always of the first importance 
that teachers should be not only well 
educated, but that they should possess 
the training which would enable them 
to impart their education to others. 
Many a scholar is unable to do this, and 
many persons who can pass successful 
written examinations are thoroughly in- 
competent to take practical charge of a 
class. 

This question has become an import- 
ant one in Atlanta because of the phe- 
nomenal growth of our public schools. 
The teachers of the city now number 
considerably over one hundred, are lib- 


who are opposed to the remonetization | 
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markable study in itself. 


ladies recruited’ from recent gradu- 
ates from either the high schools of 
Atlanta or of some other city. They 
enter upon the performance of their 
duties at sea as to the art of teaching, 
ho matter how bright they may have 
been as pupils. Not only this, but the 
ranks of the teachers are being con- 
stantly broken up by frequent mar- 


riages, and thus we have always on, 


hand a large number of apprentices who 
are hardly qualified for their position 
before Cupid's dart removes them from 
it. The establishment of a normal 
school, a certificate from which would 
be essential before employment could 
be obtained as a teacher, would guaran- 
tee competency in the beginning, and 
thus no matter how many changes 
might take place the new teacher would 
always be competent to take the place 
without practicing upon innocent pupils, 
as is too often the case. 

Outside of these local considerations 
& normal school in Atlanta would grow 
into great importance and usefulness to 
the state at large. It would attract to 
the city candidates for the teacher’s 
art from all parts of the south, In 
this way it would be equal to the eree- 
tion of a new college in the city and 
would help to build it up. The teachers, 
well trained and qualified to fill situa- 
tions, would go forth to all parts of the 
south in which their services might be 
needed. The details of such a normal 
school could easily be arranged, and 
once resolved upon it would be a great 
institution added to Atlanta. 
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There Is Money in Tobacco. 

Now that the farmer is actively at 
work pitching the crop-for the coming 
year it is well to recollect that there is 
money in the land if there is discretion 
in the man. 

Panics may come and panics may go, 
but the farmer, even at the worst, has 
his land and his home, and need uot, if 
he keeps out of debt, be harassed by 
mortgages and dogged into the ‘mpa- 
tience of desperation. 

There is one crop of which Gecrgia 

farmers have never yet fully availed 
themselves. The growing of tobacco is 
an industry in which there is money 
when engaged in by men who have 
fitted themselves for its production. Mr. 
Cullens, of Warrellsville, N. C., has 
been raising tobacco for four years and 
has never fallen below $100 per acre. 
Ife and others say that last year was a 
bad year on tobacco in that section. 
Still he has realized $105 per acre from 
it and has some of his product yet on 
hand. The year before another neigh- 
bor in the same section realized $500. 
Impressed by these successes a widow 
with three children, converted her three 
acres; upon which she had produced 
$17 per acre in cotton, into a tobacco 
patch. From it she has sold two-thirds 
of the crop for $156 and has the other 
third still to sell. 
‘Those who know most about the 
growing of tobacco say that it is the 
small crop that pays the best; that 
when the crop is increased the margin 
drops off. This springs from the fact 
that it requires close personal attention, 
which cannot be delegated to others. 
Tobaceo requires more attention than 
any crop we raise, but when a good 
crop is ready for market it over doubles 
others. 

There are large sections in Georgia 
adapted to the cultivation of tobacco. 
It would not be advisable to enter upon 
it without knowledge, but an intelligent 
man can qualify himself and thus aid 
in the diversification of our crops. 
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Thrift and Progress. 

A trip on the Atlanta and West Point 
railroad will please every one who loves 
to see a prosperous section. The towns 
all along the road—Fairburn, Palmetto, 
Newnan, Grantville, Hogansville, La- 
Grange and especially West Point—give 
unmistakable evidence that they are 
thriving Georgia towns. 

The great cotton mills in and near 
West Point, managed by the enterpris- 
ing Laniers, are running at their full 
capacity. The merchants are doing a 
good business. The hotels are well kept 
and patronized liberally. The Chatta- 
hoochee river is a great blessing to West 
Point. The day will soon come when its 
banks will be lined with factories and 
millions of spindles will make music for 
thousands of happy and industrious 
people.

The Roman roads are the most wonder- 
ful in the world. The Via Appia has been 
in use 2,000 years. The width of the roads 
varied from two feet to 120 feet. The latter 
being important military roads. Investi- 
gations with regard to the preparation of 
the roadbeds were made years ago by 
Bergier on Roman roads that are still in 
use in France, and with the following re- 
sults: In One road the excavation down to 
hardpan was three feet deep. This trench 
was filled up first with a layer of sand 
and cement an inch thick; then came a foot 
layer of flattish stones and cement; then 
a foot layer of small traveled stones and 
cement. These last two layers were so 
hard and firmly knit together that tools 
could break off fragments only with great 
difficulty. The next layer consisted of 
cement and sand, covered with a top- 
dressing of gravel. In another road in 
France the foot layer of cement and sand 
exchanged places with the layer of cement 
and traveled stones. A third road in 
France was examined at a point where 
it had been raised twenty feet above the 
level of the surrounding country, und a 
vertical section revealed a structure of 
five layers. First came the great fill of 
sixteen and a half feet; on top of this fill 
they placed first a foot layer of flattish 
stones and cement, then a foot layer of 
flattish stones without mortar of any kind, 
then a half-foot layer of firmly packed 
dirt, then a half-foot layer of small gravel 
in hard cement, and lastly a half-foot layer 
of cement and large gravel.

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Politics in Mexico. 


From The Philadelphia Inquirer. 

Mexico is now’ enjoying a presidential 
campaign, and President Diaz, who has 
been the chief executive of the country 
since he was first elected, in 1876, is once 
more a candidate for re-election. During 
his last five candidacies he had no opposi- 
tion, but in the sixth venture he will have 
to do some active work, for there are two 
other candidates in the field, each one of 
whom firmly believes that he is predestined 
to success, besides knowing that he is the 
only man in Mexico capable of being pres- 
ident. Those two men are Reyes, a veter- 
an politician, and Escobedo, a veteran 
soldier. 

From a distance and looking at the con- 
test from the standpoint of practical poli- 
tics, it would seem as if Diaz had the ad- 
vantage of his opponents. He has not 
only the machinery of the government at 
his command, but he is both a soldier and a 
politician. Diaz, as is well known, belongs 
to the liberal party, and we would natural- 
ly suppose that the mistakes of his party 
would be good campaign material for his 
opponents, But, fortunately or unfortu- 
nately, as the case may be, they are also 
liberals, so that very little is likely to be 
heard in criticism of Diaz and his govern- 
mental policy. If the conditions were dif- 
ferent, there would be a good deal more 
fun in the campaign. 


Sham Cripples Must Go. 
From The New York Times. 

In Boston the right course has been tak- 
en with sham cripples, and three of them 
have been sentenced to be imprisoned at 
hard labor for a year. THis vigorous ac- 
tion will undoubtedly tend to diminish the 
visible supply in Massachusetts of blind 
persons, hopeless cripples, wrecks of the 
civil war, and the like. In New York there 
is no special statute, but there is a provi- 
sion in the penal code which sufficiently 
covers the case of the sham cripple. The 
law against this particular fraud should be 
enforced without any mercy. By general 
consent the laws against vagrancy and beg- 
gary are not strictly enforced against per- 
sons who are really disabled from support- 
ing themselves by physical labor. Even 
when, as in several authentic cases, a 
blind or disabled beggar manages by dili- 
gence and frugality to amass much more 
money by begging than he could hope to 
acquire by labor if he were able-bodied, 
his incapacity to labor is regarded as an 
excuse, But in the case of the sham crip- 
ples there is no excuse whatever. Whoever 
has been wheedled out of alms by one of 
these has a right to a personal resentment 
at having been swindled out of his sympa- 
thy. A few examples in New York such 
as have been made in Boston would be of 
benefit to the community, and especially 
to the real incapables who beg because 
they can do nothing else.

A new daily paper has been sprung upon 
the body politic. It is a republican caiiy, 
three-quarters of it ready print and the 
other quarter strong advocacy of the nom- 
ination of William McKinley, of Ohio, The 
salutatory bears only the words “‘The Ed- 
itor” as its signature. The identity of that 
individual is not made clear, but it is un- 
derstood that The Georgia Republican 
comes out to offset the change of heart of 
The Atlanta Reporter, another republican 
daily, which up to a short while ago ad- 
vocated the nomination of McKinley, but 
which recently experienced a change and is 
talking for Reed. 

The mcst significant thing on the edito- 
rial page of the mew paper is a strong 
declaration in favor of fusion between the 
republicans and populists in the coming 
state campaign. The Republican states the 
question very frankly, declaring that so 
long as these two parties remain separate 
there is very little chance for either of 
them should they put out separate state 
tickets. The republican leaders are practi- 
cally unanimous in the declaration that it 
is their intention to put out a state ticket, 
and of course the populists will do the 
same. The paper points to the comparative- 
ly small democratic majority of two years 
ago and declares its confidence that if com- 
bined the republicans and populists can get 
full control of state affairs, wreseting it 
from the democrats. 

This declaration is important, for from 
its very nature it seems to stand as an 
official declaration from the party. Just 
how the republicans and populists can get 
together and agree on any platform it is 
impossible to see, but from the present 
outlook they care very little about plat- 
forms, and the chances are that the talked- 
of combination may come. 


It comes pretty straight that Hon. W. 
M. Howard, of Oglethorpe, the present 
solicitor of the northern circuit and con- 
fessedly one of the ablest and shrewdest 
men in state polities, will make the race 
for congress in the eighth district. 

A gentleman from Athens who was here 
yesterday said that the sentiment in his 
end of the district was very strong for 
“Bill” Howard, who has alsw the strongest 
kind of a personal following in what he 
called ‘‘the lower end of the eighth.”’ 

“It has been practically agreed among 
the democrats who oppose Judge Lawson’s 
stand on the financial question,” said that 
gentleman, “that they will get together 
and agree on some good active democrat to 
make the race against the judge. By com- 
mon consent they have turned to Colonel 
Howard. I know that he has had many 
calls from different parts of the district 
urging him to make the race, and while he 
has not given any definite answer, I am 
strongly inclined to believe that he will 
do so. The eighth district is unquestion- 
ably strongly in favor vf the resvoration 
of siiver, and though we have in Clarke 
county seme democrats who favor Judge 
Lawson, I am inclined to believe that the 
district as a whole would undoubtedly be 
for Colonel Howard should the contest be 
between those gentlemén.”’ 

You can put Colonel Howard's candidacy 
down as a strong probability. 


Indications come from out-of-town news- 
papers that the political contests will be by 
no means the only exciting ones before the 
next legislature.

Joe says his health became bad some 
time ago, and he went over to Ireland 
and stayed nearly two years.

There is little 
hope, in our opinion, for either of these two 
parties, should they put out two separate 
state tickets, which will evidently be the 
result unless a compromise can be effected 
between the two parties, which, of course, 
are separate and distinct political organiza- 
tions. It is very true that many republi- 
cans, in the absence of candidates of their 
own creed, voted with the populists in 
1894, which caused that party to poll an 
increased vote over 1892. The democratic 
statehouse officers in ’94 (according to dem- 
ocratic figures) were elected by a majority 
of about 24,000. This majority is a small 
one compared with the usual 150,000 majori- 
ty rolled up in former elections throughout 
the state. Now, with a fusion The Kepubli- 
can feels confident that the two parties 
combined can gain full control of the state's 
affairs. 

‘In our mind this is the only means of 
ever ousting the democratic rulers, and 
The Republican stands flatfooted and an- 
nounces its anxiety to fuse with the popu- 
list party, allowing each, the republican 
and populist parties, an equal share of con- 
didates to be placed on the state ticket. 

‘We make this as a move, in all serious- 
ness, and if we can receive a s2cond the 
question will be put before the two parties 
for consideration. 

“This is the only hope of success for 
either party, and we believe ‘he two fuc- 
tions will act wisely in adopting this meth- 
od in order to gain control of the state. 

“This suggestion emenates from the edi- 
tors of The Republican solely, as we have 
consulted the leaders of neither party. re- 
garding the advisability of a fusion between 
the two.

Row at a Festival. 

Walhalla, 8. C., February 27.—(Special.)— 
News reached here today of a. shooting af- 
fray which occurred in Seneca, a town sev- 
en miles south of this place, on last Mon- 
day night, in which Henry Dooley, colored, 
was painfully wounded. A negro festival 
had been in progress and wound 
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that no indictment rests against Dice, nor 
have any papers been placed on file against 
him. This, however, the officers say will 
not effect the case, and they claim that 
the prisoner can be held under the exist- 
ing evidence without further trial until 
the final hearing during the coming term 
of court. ’ 

In all details the case will be one of 
the most sensational and interesting tried 
in this district for a long time. It is said 
that a big amount of evidence has accu- 
mulated against Dice and others connect- 
ed with the gang. 

The arrest of Dice, Keener, Ford and 
Senter early last fall opened up the big- 
gest money factory operated in the south 
in the last quarter of the century. 

Spurious ten-dollar silver certificates had 
been scattered all over the south and west. 
In St. Louis, Kansas City, Dallas, New 
Orleans, Mobile and a number of other 
places the bogus bills were cast like chaff. 
They were of clever design and in execu- 
tion would defy the most expert officer. 
From Kansas City it was learned that 
the men were here to do Atlanta during 
the exposition. The names of Ford and 
Senter were learned, and it was found 
that a letter would be received by them 
on a certain day. 

The officers had wafted all day at the 
postoffice. It was about dark when a 
young man stepped up to the delivery 
window and asked if there was a letter 
there for Ford or Senter. The letter was 
handed out and Ford stepped to the side- 
walk, where he was taken in charge by 
the officers. In the first flush of surprise 
he confessed, and gave the officers a 
graphic description of the workings of 
the gang, criminating Dice and Senter. 

Next day Senter was caught at a negro 
hotel near the exposition grounds, where 
he had rendezvoused with his pal. A con- 
fession was also secured from him, and 
when the rooms of the men were search- 
ed nearly a thousand dollars of spurious 
money was found. Several days after that 
Keene., a young man running the bicycle 
business under the Equitable, was arrest- 
ed. It was found that he had just mailed 
a package to Dice in Kansas City con- 
taining $10,000 in bogus certificates. Upon 
the arrest of the other men Dice had 
skipped and was heading for his head- 
quarters in St. Louis. The package was 
siezed before delivery. It was learned 
from Keener where the stopping place of 
Dice was in Kansas City, and upon this 
information he was arrested. The author- 
ities at Kansas City announced that there 
were indictments there against Senter and 
Ford, and they were carried to that place. 
Dice was brought to Atlanta without trial 
or indictments, it is said. 

Upon their arrest, the other members 
of the gang, who are all very young men, 
told of extensive Operations. They claim- 
ed that Dice was the chief of the gang, 
that it was he who supplied them with the 
‘“queer,”’ and it was to him they turned 
over a certain per cent of the money 
made. 

“He is one of the worst men I ever 
knew,” said Ford, “I met him when I 
was in Kansas City one day, and he posed 
as a big cattie man. He offered me a good 
sum to sell for him, and I took the work. 
I didn’t know then there was anything 
crooked with fim. I worked all right 
with him for some time. Then he got me 
under obligations to him. He would do 
things for me and offer to lend me money. 
I thought it was all ringht until I got 
in debt to him, for a very large amount. 
Then he came one day and told me about 
the counterfeit money and stated his 
plan. I had already passed off some of the 
stuff and didn’t Know it, but he said he 
would have me pulled if I didn’t go with 
him. That was how I came to get mixed 
up with the man. He has done lots of 
youog men that way, and has got them at 
work scattering his money all over the 
south.” 

Upon his return to this city Dice de- 
clared his innoncence. The officers no- 
ticed that he had disguised himself, so it 
is said, and he confessed that he had 
put in false teeth, shaved his mustache 
and dyed his eyebrows. 

He was placed in jail, where he remained 
until his recent trip to New Orleans, where 
he was called to testify against supposed 
members of his gang. He refused to tes- 
tify in spite of the flattering attentions 
of the officers. 

The case of the supposed counterfeiter 
has attracted great interest all over the 
south. It is claimed by some that he is 
illegally held. In the meantime the offi- 
cers are reaching out for evidence, and 
when the case is called next month, excit- 
ing developments will follow.

New York, February 27.—The sensation

on dealings of 10,500 shares. The break in 
the stock was due to rumors that the com- 
pany will default on its March interest; 
that a receivership is imminent and that 
a new bond issue is likely at any time. 
Late in the day bankers who have lately 
taken an interest in the property emphati- 
cally denied the unfavorable reports re- 
fered to above, and President Cowen stated 
that according to the expert’s exam@*{na- 
tion, which has been completed, the con- 
dition of the company is as represented to 
the board of directors on February 1, 18%. 
He also said that the plan for the rehabil- 
itation of the property has progressed so 
far as to meet with the approval of the 
directors, and will be ready for announce- 
ment in a short t'me. Leather preferred 
was decidedly weaker, and on sales of 
nearly 40,000 shares dropped 4 per cent to 
61%, closing at the lowest point of the day.

New York, February 27.—Liverpooi was 
the rock on which the market split today. 
The news from Liverpeol was distinctly 
disappointing. In spite of the rise here 
yesterday that market declined 1-32d on 
spot and was equal to 10 or 12 points in 
our money, for futures. American opera- 
tors were said to be selling over there, 


and Liverpool is said to have sold pretty | 


freely here. The Bombay shipments were 
pretty liberal, the arrivals at Savanna: 
were 10,000 more than last year, and Hous- 
ton and Galveston were comparatively free. 
Furthermore, the spot position weakened 
a little here and at the south, and some 
prominent houses were selling here this af- 
ternoon, including some of the German 
element. Prices dropped 13 to 15 points 
on this crop and 11 to 13 points on the next, 
and the close was easy; sales 222,500 bales. 
The receipts at most points were moder- 
ate. They were actually small at New 
Orleans, Memphis and Charleston, for in- 
stance, While the estimates for New Or- 
leans and Houston tomorrow were also 
light. The local short interest hag increas- 
ed to a noteworthy extent within a day or 
two. New Orleans fell 11 to 1 points. 
Export about 10,000 bales. Charleston, ad- 
vanced 1-l6éc but New York and Savannah 
fell 1-l6c and New Orleans was quiet and 
easy. In fact, all the spot markets were 
quiet today. Augusta received 606, against

consumption. Liverpool declined 1-32d on 
spot; sales 10,000 bales.’ Futures declined 
3 to 4 points, closing steady at the decline. 
In Manchester yarns were quiet and firm 
and cloths steady. The Bombay receipts 
for the week were 69,000, against 32,000 last 
year. Shipments to the continent, 43,000, 
against none last year. Port receipts to- 
day were estimated at 14,000, against 15,- 
O27 last week, and 27,949 last year. Manu- 
facturers received 422, against 411 last 
week and 748 last year: Houston 3,083, 
against 1,376 last week, and 3,217 last year. 
The New Orleans estimate for tomorrow 
is ,2800 to 3,300 bales, against 5,286 last week, 
3,193 last year and 2,130 in 1894.

Today’s Features—Liverpool is said to 
have sold 20,000 bales of August today, and 
severa: commission houses sold quite heav- 
ily. The worst feature of the day was the 
very disappointing news from Liverpool, 
where the market paid no attention to the 
rise here of yesterday, but took a down- 
ward course, partly, it is understood, be- 
cause of selling orders from this side. 
Rumor has it that some of the New Or- 
leans people are transferring cotton to 
Liverpool and selling against it. The lib- 
eral receipts at Houston and Galveston 
were quite the reverse of encouraging, and 
the same may be said of the large Bom- 
bay shipments and the weakness in spot 
cotton here and at some southern points, 
notably New Orleans and Galveston. The 
tired longs dropped their load in disgust. 
All eyes were riveted on Liverpool, and that 
was a shooting star, not a star in the as- 
cendant by any means, no matter what it 
may be tomorrow.

New York, February 27.—The weakness 
of the Liverpool market in face of the 
steadiness on this side has proved a great 
surpr’se to the trade, and it is understood 
to have resulted from the sales of a 
prominent export firm, which was the 
support of the market ten days ago.

The quantity of wheat fn farmers’ hands 
is 15/ million bushels against 165 million 
bushels last March. The farm reserve in 
the six principal Winter wheat states east 
of the Rocky mountains is 40 million bushels 
or practically 15 million bushels less than 
last year, while in Minnesota and the 
Dakotas it is 61 million bushels, or 15 
miliion bushels in excess of last March. 

The reserve in California is 7 million as 
compared with 13 million, and in cluding 
Oregon and Washington it is 14 million as 
against 20 million busheis one year ago. 
The present home supply equals 254 million 
bushels. Atter deducting 114 million bushels 
for food seed requirements, leaves 140 


million bushels to meet export demand and 


for visible and invisible supplies on the 
first of next July. Seventy-four million 
bushels have been withdraw from the in- 
visible reserve since January ist, as 
against 42 million during the same period 
last year. To this feature is due the com- 
paratively slight demand made upon avail- 
able suppty since the first of the year. 
Miliing grades of winter wheat are scarce, 
with pronounced tendency to wait market 
and crop developments before disposing of 
present holdings. 

The farm reserve of corn approximates 
one billion bushels, the largest quantity 
ever reported, as against 568 million bushels 
last year. The surplus states hold 624 
million bushels as against 255 million bush- 
ga Py year ago.

Confederate shot and shell flew over her, 
In the barnyard and field men were bleed- 
ing, torn and dying. The surgeons had 
used their last bandages and were binding 
up wounds with corn husks. The army

Mis Bartog worked unceasingly. She fed 
the fainting and dying, all the bread, dip- 
ped in wine, that she had; moved them to 
the best possible places; found in the 
barn, meal, flour and salt, hidden there by

men at work with her. They carried buck- 
ets of hot gruel from the barn, and an old 
farmhouse hear by, and across the fields, 
until the darkness fell over the valley.

SUPT. SLATON ON BAD buYS 


Life Is Endangered, His Report Says, 
by the Boys’ Slingshots—Month- 
ly School Reports Hereafter. 


For thg remainder of the scholastic year 
the old system of reporting the progress 
of children to their parents will be carried 
out in the public schools of the city. 

At the meeting of the board of educa- 
tion held yesterday afternoon a motion 
was adopted bringing the old custom of 
monthly reports back into use. This does 
not mean that the honor rolls of schools 
will be made out monthly as they once 
were, but it means that the teachers in 
all the grades of all the schools will be re- 
quired to make out a report of the progs- 
ress of each pupil in their grades in the 
different studies at the end of each month, 
this report to be sent to the pupil’s pa- 
rents. 

This rule was in use until last Septem- 
ber, when the board changed it. The 
change did not suit, it seems, and yester- 
day they passed a resolution requiring 
the teachers to go back to the old rule, 
that of reporting monthly. The rule since 
September required only quarterly reports. 
Much complaint from parents was heard 
concerning the quarterly reports and the 
board decided to go back to the monthly 
reports. 

Captain *Hendrix, chairman of the spe- 
cial committee, created at the January 
meeting of the board to examine into and 
ascertain whether any improved method 
for selecting and grading the teachers of 
the schools could be deVised, did not make 
a@ report concerning this examination at 
yesterday’s meeting of the board. He 
asked for further time, as he was not 
ready to submit a plan. 

A$ stated in The Constitution some time 
ago, Captain Hendrix has a plan for the 
establishment of a normal school! in which 
teachers are to be examined and graded 
on a scale of four gradations, A, B, C and 
PD. The scholarship, the ability for im- 
parting information and all the requisities 
of a teacher will be taken into considera- 
tion in grading the teachers and the 
teachers will receive a salary in accord- 
ance with their ability. The captain is 
well satisfied with this plan, but he 
wanted more ttme in which to talk with 
the other two members of the special com- 
mittee, Messrs. Beatie and Bray, upon the 
matter. Th¢ committee has held no theet- 
ing as yet. Major Slaton is heartily in 
favor of the normal school plan and has 
advocated one for the past ten years in his 
annual report as superintendent of the 
publie schools. 

Captain Hendrix presented the report of 
the committee on school buildings, which 
was adopted. In the report council is 
asked to provide some other means for 
the paving of that portion of Gilmer 
street in front of the Boys’ High school 
building. An appropriation has been 
passed by the council for the paving of 
Gilmer street with belgian blocks. The 
board asks that the pavement in front of 
the Boys High school be something other 
than belgian blocks for the reason that the 
passing of wagons would create too Feat 
a& noise and would hinder the 
studying: 


Captain Hendrix also reported that Fair 


street school building had been recowWered 
and an additional roon was in course of 
construction. 

Superintendent Slaton in his report 
called attention to the great number of 
Slingshots and air guns among the school 
boys, saying they were so numerous as to 
be dangerous to life and destructive to 
school propérty. The board in considera- 
tion of this part of the superintendent’s 
report gave instructions that the chief of 
police be notified of the dangerous usage 
of these primitive weapons of war and 
requested to have the city ordinance pro- 
hibiting such enforced. The guns and 
Slingshots are not used on the school 
grounds during school hours, for such is 
not allowed; however, the boys make the 
school ground a battle ground after school 
sometimes. 

Superintendent Slaton reported that the 
schools were progressing finely and that 
very little sickness was reported from the 
different schools. 

Mr. Mayson, chairman of the committee 
on finance, reported that the board had 
spent $14,680 during the last scholastic 
month and that $26.50 had heen collected 
from non-resident pupils. Mr. Mayson 
also reported that the committee had ex- 
amined the books of the treasurer of the 
board of education, and also those of the 
superintendent ‘of the schools and found 
them all right for the year 1895. This re- 
port was adopted. 

Chairman Bray, of the committee on 
teachers and examinations, submitted his 
report, in which he announced that the 
committee had selected Mrs. *Louise T. 
Hodges to be assistant teacher in the pri- 
mary grades of Fair street school. There 
was no vacancy in this grade, but the 
number of pupils in it had grown so large 
that the appointment of another teacher 
Was necessary. The number of pupils in 
the double grade is 127. 

Chairman Bray also reported that Miss 
Lorena Passmore, teacher in the seventh 
grade of Fair street school, whose place 
was made vacant by her recent marriage 
to Mr. Maddox, had been chosen to re- 
main during the remainder of the scholas- 
tic year. Both of these appointments 
were ratified bv the board. 

Members of the board present at yester- 
day@® meeting were: Messrs. Thomson, 
“ayson, Hammond, Hendrix, Kontz, Bray, 
Glenn, Smith, Connally, Lowry, English, 
Calhoun, Hulsey and Pendleton. 

At the next meeting of the board Cap- 
tain Hendrix will present his plan for a 
normal school.

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FOUND TO BE INSANE 


Zipporah Stewart Will Be Carried to 
the Asylum. 


THE NEGRO WAS VERY VIOLENT 


Will Gates, Who Was Recently A- 
judged Insane, Will Be Trans- 
ferred to Milledgeville. 


Zipporah Stewart was tried beforé 
Ordinary Calhoun yesterday morning on a 
charge of lunacy. 

She was arrested on a warrant issued 
from the justice court of Judge Foute, last 
Saturday afternoon, and was charged with 
committing the crime of lunacy. Though 
the warrant was a little out of the regular 
legal course generally taken in such cases, 
it held good and she was found to be 
insane by the jury which passed upon her 
case. 

When she was carried from the jail to 
the office of the ordinary yesterday she 
gave the officers a great deal of trouble, 
as she was very violent and would not 
be carried by force. Finally, after coax- 
ing her, along, the office was reached, but 
she flatly refused to go inside of the office. 
At the door her old mother pleaded yrith 
her to enter, but Zipporah would’ not 
budge. Placing her hands against the 
door facing, 
and fell upon one of the empty benches. 
No amount of persuasion would induce her 
to enter the office of Judge Calhoun, so it 
was decided that the jury would pass upon 
her case in the hall. 

The jury was selected and the evidence 
was heard in the office. The jury then re- 
tired into the hall, took a look at the 
woman and returned a verdict of insanity. 
Zipporah was then transferred to a cell 
in the county jail, where she will be held 
until arrangements are made for her care 
at the state asylum. At present she will 
be compelled to remain at tWe jail as the 
asylum is overcrowded and special ar- 
rangements have to be made before she 
can be carried to Milledgeville. i 

The woman's condition is such as to make 
her very dangerous, and she has attacked 
several of the women who live near her 
house. The warrant was issued making 
the charge a criminal accusation as it was 
feared she might kill some one before she 
could be tried on a writ of lunacy. Her 
strength was prodigious and it required 
the combined effort of three court officers 
to carry her from the jail to the court- 
house. On the way she became very 
violent and had it not been for the pres- 
ence of her mother, who, to a eertain 
degree, could control her, the officers would 
have had a hard time in taking her back 


to jail. 
Will Gates Leaves Today. 

Will Gates, convicted of lunacy, will be 
transferred to the state asylum this morn- 
ing. He will be taken from his cell in the 
jail and wii be carried to the train which 
leaves for Macon early this morning. 

Gates has had two trials for lunacy. At 
the first trial be was discharged, as his 
condition was not thought to be very 
serious. His relatives promised to take 
him back to Hogansville and keep a 
watch upon him. Gates was returned to 
his country home, but is said to have 
pase his way back to Atlanta on the next 
train. 

He had been in the city only a short 
time before he became dangerous. He 
carried with him a large trace chain, 
which he said was his weapon, omen of 
good luck and watch chain. With the 
chain he is said to have assaulted several 
negroes, whom he would have killed had 
the police not interfered and locked him 
up at the station. 

At the second trial the jury found no 
trouble in agreeing upon a verdict of 
lunacy and he was committed to the coun- 
ty jail to await his removal to Milledge- 
ville. He will be taken away this morn- 
ing, as Superintendent Powell has notified 
the Atlanta authorities that arrangements 
have been made for caring for the negro.

CAPT. ENGLISH MAKES A SPEECH 


Causing No Little Sensation in the 


Senate Chamber, 


FINAL SCENES OF THE 


icent Argument for the State 
Yesterday at Noon, 


Ceptain J. W. English divided the hon- 
ors with Colonel N. J. 
final proceeding of the convict investiga- 
tion yesterday morning, and made a brief 
but characteristic speech in defense of 
Chattahoochee camp. 

The speech was a genuine surprise, not 
cnly to the crowd of spectators gathered 
in the senate chember to hear the closing 
Speech of Colcnel Hammond, but to the 
lawyers interested in the case, and even 
to the governer himself.

As Captain English was entitled to a 
speech the governor directed him to go 
ahead. It would bs too late for him to 
speak after Colonel Hammond had closed 
his argument, as the state was entitled to 
the last speech. 

Though sandwiched between the two 
crusts of Colonel Hammond's argument, 
the speech of Captain English was a good 
one. His plain, business-like talk was 
characterized by a tone of candor which 
engaged the attention of the courtroom, 
and, apparently, made a favorable impres- 
sion upon the gov2rncr. 

The speech of Colonel Hammond was a 
brilliant and noble climax to the proceed- 
ings. Though much was expected from 
this brainy Georgian, even more was real- 
ized.

“This correction which I desire to make,” 
said Judge Hopkins, ‘‘cannot affect the 
final result of this investigation, but it will 
place me in a proper light before the peo- 
ple of this state.’’ , 

“You’' may proceed, Judge Hopkins, and 
make any statement you desire,” said 
Governor Atkimson. 

Thereupon Judge Hopkins stated to the 
court that Colonel Hammond seemed to 
entertain the idea that he had charged 
the state of Georgia with great ,injustice 
in the dealings with the negro criminals. 
“Such * a charge as this never en- 
tered my mind,’ said Judge Hoovkins. 
“T stated in my argument that in the 
Georgia penitentiary there were 2,000 negro 
convicts to only 200 white convicts, but I 
did not mean by these figures to create 
the inference that Georgia had been un- 
fair in her treatment of the negroes. I 
wos careful to explain thxt the negro was 
ill-prepared for citizership by reason of 
his prolonged servitude and I made the 
Statement that no race of peopie within 
my knowledzge had ever behaved better 
under the same conditiens. It is time that 
Georgia, in mercy to the negro. promptly 
met the ‘situation by reducing’ sixty 
felonies to misdemeanors and Colonel 
Hammond has stated the fact correctly. 
No one who knows my heart can say that 
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Colonel Hammond Closed His Magnif- 


Hammond in the 
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: I intended to cast repreach upon the fair 


name of Georgia.” 

As soon as Judge Hopkins took his seat 
Colonel Hammond arose. “TI did not mis- 
understand the argument of Judge Hop- 
kins and distinctly stated in my speech 
that I agreed with him fully on the propo- 
sition he advanced as to the condition 
of the -negro at the time of his 
emancipation. If the press of the state 
has viewed the matter differently it is not 
my fault. 1 am not editing a newspaper.” 

Judge Hopkins seemed to be satisfied 
with this explanation and nothing more 
was said. 

Mr. Burton Smith and Colonel D. W. 
Meadow asked for the privilege of cor- 
recting one or two mistakes made by 
Colonel Hammond in his discussion of the 
testimony on the preceding day. As Colo- 
nel Hammond was in conclusion the privi- 
lege was granted. 

Captain English Takes the Fioor. 


Captain James W. English was next 


recognized. 

“TIT expected to address the court on 
yesterday,” said Captain English, ‘but | 
suppose it was taken for granted that I 
did not wish to be heard from. At any 
rate Colonel Hammond was recognized 
and began his argument. I did not care 
to interrupt him nor do I wish to do so 
this morning.”’ 

“Go ahead,” said ColoneltHammond. “If 
you wish to speak I. will cheerfully give 
way. Now is your time if you want,to 
say anything, as I have the right to an- 
swer you.” 

Without waiting for a second invitation 
Captain English stepped into the main 
aisle and proceeded to address the court. 

“My purpose is not to. make a speech,” 
said he, “but merely to say thai 1 am 
heart-weary of the burden of this convict 
lease system. If the state will relieve me 
of my bond I will cheerfully surrender the 
convicts under my ecenntrol, and with this 
understanding I hereby make you a tender 
of all the convicts in my possession. If 
you do not see proper to accept this ‘en- 
der, God knows I shall hail with pleasure 
the day when my contract with the state 
Shall be canceled. Instead of being a 
source of profit, it has been a burden 
and a hardship.”’ 

Ceptain English went on to say that he 
had been’ greatly humiliated by the 
charges brought against the convict lease 
system involving the Chatiahoochee camp. 

“No one has ever charged me,” said he, 
“with being harsh or cruel toward my 
fellowmen. Having suffered myself and 
having known from my own cxperience 
what it is to endure privation and hunger, 
I can sympathize with these convicts, and 
the record will bear me out in the state- 
ment that I have always treated them 
with kindness and humanity.” 

Captain English stated that neither he 
nor Governor Atkinson was responsible 
for the convict lease system. He told of 
how the whipping post had been discard- 
ed directly after the war and gave it as 
his own settled opinion that the whipping 
post was a better method of punishment 
than the penitentiary. It did not entail 
privation and suffering upon a man’s 
family. 

Captain English argued that politics 
was at tho bottom of the charges brought 
against the lessces. “The ear-marks,”’ 
said he, “are unmistakable. Politics, and 
nothing else, lies at the bottom of these 
charges. Not pure politics, but simple, and 
cs base and dirty as a man ever reveled 
in. I had rather forfeit every dollar Il 
possess and have my throat cut from ear 
to ear than go down in the history of this 
grand old state as a man who was faith- 
less to his trust and treated his fellowmen 


“like brutes.’’ 


This brief but eloquent speech of Cap- 
tain English, comirg from a nlain and un- 
professional citizen, created a deep impres- 
sion upon the courtroom and there was 
quite a buzz of comment as he resumed his 
seat. 

Colonel Hammond’s Conclusion. 

These interruptions over Colonel Ham- 
mond resumed his argument, beginning at 
the place where he left off on the day be- 
fore. He spoke without interruption for 
two hours and twenty minutes, making the 
entire length of his speech something less 
than five hours. 

Replying to the’ speech of Captain Eng- 
lish. Colonel Hammond said: “I thought I 
had my hands full in replying to six speech- 
es, but now it seems that I must reply to 
seven.’’ 

Concerning the tender which Captain 
English made of his convicts to the court, 
Colonel Hammond said: “You are willing 
to surrender these convicts with the under- 
standing that Georgia whl.cancel your 
bond, but Georgia will do nothing of the 
kind Your bond will not-be canceled un- 
til the lease expires and your responsibility 
for the convicts in your charge will not 
cease until that time arrives.’’ 

Colonel Hammond stated further that he 
would still be responsible to the state even 
though his contract might be forfeited and 
the prisoners in his charge transferred to 
some other camp. 

Colonel Hammond replied to the argument 
in regard to the political nature of the 
charges and also that based upon the ex- 
travagant language of the legislative re- 
port. Neither argument, however, con- 
cerned the question as to whether or not 
the lessees had carried out the provisions 
of their contract with the state. 

*“‘Has the law been obeyed or not? That 
is the question,” said the attorney. 
Colonel Hammond discussed the situation 
at each of the camps ani declared that 
each company was responsible for the acts 
of the other companies; and that ignorance 
was no plea of justification. 

At some length Colonel Hammond discuss- 
ed the proposition that the convicts were 
inhumanely treated by reason of over- 
work and excessive punishment. Accord- 
ing to the records he showed that over 
600 convicts, during the last two years, had 
been punished for not performing the 
amount of work required. The legislative 
committee had reported that the convicts 
were overworked and yet in spite of this 
fact 600 of them were punished for not 
working enough. 

Colonel Hammond further charged the 
lessees with negligence, amounting almost 
to crime itself, in allowing the whipping 
bosses to punish convicts for committing 
crimes which were punishable only with 
death. ‘ 

Referring to Captain Ed Cox he discuss- 
ed that official in a most severe and caustic 
manner, After speaking of the water 
treatment he said: 

“One of the witnesses testified that while 
Captain Cox was pouring the water over 
the convict’s nose and mouth the prisoners 
in the neighborhood would sing ‘Jesus 
Lover of My Soul.’ Do you know how that 
song runs?’ inquired Colonel Hammond. 
“I will try to quote the first verse, be- 
cause I think the lines appropriate as ap- 
plied to the water treatment: 


***Jesus, lover of his soul, 
Let me to Thy bosom fly, 
While the nearer waters roll, 
While the tempest still is high.’ 


(Laughter.) 
“And how does the song end?” continued 
Colonel Hammond. 


“*Lord, receive my soul at last.’ 


“How well does the climax of this song 
illustrate the result of this water ' treat- 
ment, ending at last in death!” 

Colonel Hammond’s speech was exhaus- 
tive and profound. The galleries over- 
looking' the senate chamber were crowded 
during its delivery and every seat on the 
floor was occupied. Frequently his flights 
of eloquence were majestic and sublime, 
while his argument Was massive, thorough 
and convincing. -Colonel Hammond re- 
sumed his seat at 12:30 o’clock and as he 
did so a number of friends and admirers 
in the courtroom, including the attorneys 
on the other side, gathered about him to 
offer their congratulations,

A LIF AT STAKE. 


The Case of Adolphus Duncan Goes to 
the Governor Today. 


THE NEWS OF THE COURTS 


Argument in the Harrington Case Was 
Concluded Late Last Night After 
Consuming Three Days. 


-—- 


The case of Adolphus Duncap will be 
carried before Governor Atk nson this af- 
ternoon at 4 o'clock. Two weeks from to- 
day Duncan will hang unless the governor 


interferes, 

The attorneys representing the condemned 
man will hold a conference with the gov- 
ernor in regard to the granting of a par- 
don and the exercise of executive clemency. 

Governor Atkinson has been considering 
the papers and evidence in the case for 
several days, but he has not intimated what 
will be the character of his decision, 
Whether he will look with favor upon the 
application for pardon or will refuse to 
interfere and allow the law to take its 
course cannot be said. It {s known, how- 
ever, that the papers have been very care- 
fully examined and close attention paid to 
the testimony of those who swore in re- 
gard to the character of Duncan, 

Duncan’s attorneys have been working 
diligently. in his behalf and have been en- 
abled to securé much evidence which is 
qu.te favorable to the prisoner. Many 
statements and affidavits have been re- 
ceived from parties who believe a great 
mistake has been made in arresting the ne- 
gro and greater injustice hag been done in 
convicting him. In addition to these affi- 
davits the attorneys will place much stress 
upon the statement made. by the supreme 
court, the statements of the jury which 
convicted Duncan and the manner in which 
the original charge was changed from an 
attempt to commit rape to that of rape 
itself. 

Every possible influence and argument 
will be brought to bear upon the governor, 
and he will be asked to pardon the negro. 
Quite a sentiment has been created in favor 
of Duncan ip the public mind and there 
are many who have stated their intent:én 
of visiting the governor and asking that 
executive clemency be exercised. The ne- 
groes of the city have also become inter- 
ested in his fate and a large number are 
expected to be at the capitol during the 
day and add their appeal to that of the 
attorneys of Duncan. 

At the last term of the criminal court 
Duncan was sentenced to hang on March 
13th. If this sentence is executed Duncan 
has but three weeks of life. Those inter- 
ested in the case are strong in the opinion 
that Duncan will be set at liberty. They 
say that many developments have been 
brought to light within the past few weeks 
and that much of the evidence which was 
against the man could easily be set aside 
as false. 

Reorganization About Completed. 

The reorganization committee appointed 
by the creditors of the Georgia Miring, 
Manufacturing and Investment Company 
held a short meeting yesterday morning 
in the office of Mr. Clifford I. Anderson, , 
who is the chairman of the committee. 

It was expected that a final settlement 
would be effected, but after a briefconfer- 
ence between the attorneys composing the 
committee, the committee adjourned. 

The proposition which was made the 


creditors of the company has practically 


been accepted by all of the creditors, and 
but a few have not been heard from. In a 
short time it is expected that the plan will 
be accepted by all at interest, and the final 
and complete reorganization will be ef- 
fected. 

the company hag been under the direc- 
tion of and management of Mr. Julius L. 
Brown, who was appointed receiver un- 
der an order of the court. The company is 
one of the largest of its kind in the south, 
and many millions of dollars have been at 
stake. It is believed that under the new 
reorganization the company will be placed 
upon a strong financial basis and will®be 
made a money-making enterprise. 


The Argument Concluded Last Night. 


The argument of the Harr:ngton Bros.’ 
case before Special Master James A. An- 
derson was concluded late last night. 

The argument was resumed yesterday 
morning at 9 o’clock in the office of An- 
derson, Felder & Davis, and all the attor- 
neys interested in the case were present.

Della Fox may not have a Patti voice, 
but if there is any other necessary qualifi- 
cation to success in comic opera which she 
lacks there is certainly no evidence of the 
fact. You can call her plump and 
piquante, dainty and delicious, anything 
in fact that you choose—that is, anything 
descriptive of a really magnetic and 
_physically,attractive personality—and you 
will not miss the mark very far, for she 
is all of those. Hers is a_ personality 
which in these days when beauty and 
magnetism are not any too plentiful on the 
operatic stage is most attractive and most 
delightful. 

There is a tradition to the effect that 
some years ago when playing a small part 
Della was in Atlanta. It is not treachery 
to her memory to say that she did not 
make much of an impression at that time, 
for she must have been very young and 
the part she had must have been decidedly 
insignificant. So her visit as a star may 
truthfully be called her first coming, and 
a decided success it was. 

One of the finest audiences of the season 
filled the Grand, It was an enthusiastic 
audience, toe, and it had reason to be, for 
“The Little Trooper’’ as produced by the 
Della Fox company is certainly up to the 
mark.

She suffered from 
hoarseness last nizht. but even then 
pleased everybody. But she is pretty and 
graceful and magnetic. »* 

Jeff de Angelis is really a funny come- 
dian. He is the principal factor in the 
fun making and his recevtion last night 
was very much like a personal triumph 
for his abality, for he got laughs at every 
turn. He is a comedian legitimate in his 
methods, but whose fun does not suffer 
at all from the lack of boisterousness ahd 
horse-play so common now-adays to the 
operatic stage. De Angelis must posess 
a large fund of natural humor, for he is 
certainly a funny man on the stage.

On His Yote Depends the Election of 
Two Gentlemen. 


BOARD ELECTION MONDAY 


With Mr. Hirsch’s Vote Captain Eng: 
lish and Mr, Stockdell Will Sue- 
ceed Themselves. 


Interest in the race for the two police 
commissionerships is on the rise, although 
the outcome of the council election Mon- 
day next is practically known. Unless 
one or more of the members of the council 
are kept away from the meeting by sick- 
ness or other cause it appears that the 
race will be won by the, present occupants 
of the two chairs in th@. police board. 

Captain J. W. English and Mr. Harry C., 
Stockdell will be re-elected if the full vote 
of the council is cast. Their election de- 


pends on the return of Alderman Joseph, 


Hirsch from Hot Springs, Ark., where he 
went some time ago for his health. He 
is the pivot on which the election will turn. 

It is said that Mr. Hirsch left Hot Springs 
for Atlanta last night. His brother, Mr. 
Morris Hirsch, so stated yesterday. He 
said that the alderman would undoubtedly 
return in time to attend the council meet- 
ing Monday and that Mr. Hirsch would 
probably leave Hot Springs this afternoon 
or tonight, giving him time to reach Atlan- 
ta late tomorrow night or Sunday morn- 
ing. 

With Mr. Hirsch in his chair when the 
council gets down to work Monday after- 
noon the outcome of the race can be fore- 
told with almost certainty, provided no 
other member of the English side ‘of local 
politics in the council is absent. With one 
absentee on that side the opposition will 
have things in their own way. It will 
mean the election of Mr. G. O. Williams 
as police commissioner or some other man 
in sympathy with the opposition to Cap- 
tain English, if the opinion of the politi- 
cians is correct. 

Should Mr. Hirsch or any other member 
whose views coincide with his be away 
from the council meeting it is said that 
nine votes of the eighteen to be cast will 
go against Captain English in favor of Mr. 
Williams or some other man who may be 
brought forward at the last moment. There 
are nineteen votes—aldermen and council- 
men—when the full body is present, and 
should there be one absentee on the Eng- 
lish side, it is claimed that the eighteen 
will break even—nine for Captain English 
and nine against him. In that event Mayor 
King would be called on to cast the decid- 
ing vote, and as to how he would vote 
there is no question. His ballot will be 


placed in the Williams column. 
May Be a Landslide. 

Roth elements have recently been doing 
some fine work, but it appears that the 
race has now narrowed down to the pos- 
sibility of an absentee settling it. If all 
are present Captain English will get ten 
votes, according to the figures made by 
his friends. Some of the latter claim that 
more than that number are pledged to him, 
but the other side claim nine against him 
certainly. if it is seen that he will cer- 
tainly be elected it may be that a land- 
slide will increase his majority. Just who 
the opposition will center on is not yet 
positively known, but it is likely that Mr. 
Williams will be the man, His friends 
claim nine votes for him, which, with the 
mayor’s in the event of a tie, will elect 
him, 

It appears that the efforts te bring out 
candidates unsupported. by either side 
will fail. Some of the politicians had such 
a movement on foot several days, but it 
seems that neither side would agree to give 
up and support independent candidates fof 
the offices. Politics has the upper hand 
in the race and nothing but a straight fight 
will be witnessed. Compromise is not in 
the air and it: looks as if the old time fight 
in the police department is to be renewed. 
That a victory for either side Monday will 
settle the issues at stake is not claimed by 
any and it will simply mean a continuation 
of the old factional dispute.

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A Prisoner Will Be Baptized in the Jail 
This Afternoon. 


PERKINS IS THE APPLICANT 


The-Divine Rite Will Be Administered 
by Dr. 0. B. Vaughn at 4 O’Clock 
in the Corridor. 


| In the corridor of the county jail a 
) prisoner will be baptized this afternoon at 


4 o’clock. 

Rev. Dr. Vaughn, the well known evan- 
gelist, will perform the sacred rite and 
Dave Perkins, a white prisoner, is the 
candidate for -mmersion. The ordinance 
will be witnessed by all of the prisoners 
who have the liberty of the corridor at 
that hour of the day and they have mani- 
fested much interest in the coming event. 

Dave Perkins professed conversion 
several days ago and requested that he 


claim his conversion by being baptized 
and joining .one of the churches of the 
city. His conversion is thought to be gen- 
uine and he will be baptized in a bathtub 
this afternoon and as soon as he is given 
his release from the prison he will place his 
membership in the Methodist church. 

A few weeks ago Dr. Vaughn began a 
series of meetings at the jail and these 
meetings have been continued with pleas- 
ing results. At first the prisoners mani- 
fested but little interest in the services of 
song and praise, but as the days passed 
by the audience increased and it Was not 
long until all the prisoners would attend 
the meetings. The services were held in 
the rear end of the corridor on the first 
floor and as the man of God lifted his 
head in reverential worship and prayed for 
the salvation of those accused of crime 
the men bowed upon the cold stone floor 
and asked that they be remembered in 
the special prayers. 

Dave Perkins was the first to make 
known his conversion. He has been in the 
jail for several months and was charged 
with.an attempt to kill Groceryman Ar- 
nold. Since his incarceration, however, 
Perkins has appeared to be a changed man 
and he has frequently told the other 
prisoners of his intention of leading a 
better life as soon as he could gain his 
liberty. During the conduct of the meet- 
ings Perkins professed conversion and in- 
formed Dr. Vaughn that he had experil- 
enced a change of heart and signified his 
desire to be baptized and place his mem- 
bership in a church. He said he preferfed 
to join the Methodist church and will be 
admitted as a member when he leaves the 
jail. 

The ordinance of baptism was to have 
been performed last Friday afternoon, but 
at the request of Perkins was postnoned 
until this afternoon. Perkins gave no rea- 
son for asking the postponement, but 
simply stated that he preferred that the 
rite be administered a week later. There 
was no provision made for a baptismal! 
pool when the jail was constructed and 
a bathtub will be used this afternoon. It 
is probable that others may ask for a 
baptism, as nearly all of the prisoners are 
interested in the meetings. 

Perkins says he has been very unfor- 
tunate of late years and that he has been 
falsely imprisoned. 

*““‘My imprisonment is due entirely to an 
accident,”’ said he while talking about the 
charges which causes his detention. “I 
have been the victim of an accident—an 
accident, too, which nearly cost me my 
life. Several years ago I was blown up 
with dynamite and will always feel the 
effects. As long as I live I will be sub- 
ject to returns of the spells which have 
caused me so much suffering. 

“They say that I tried to kill Mr. Ar- 
nold. Now, that seems strange to me why 
I should try to kill anybody. I was seized 
with one of the spells which I have been

having, and seeing that I could not get 
home, I stopped in the door of Mr. Ar- 
nold’s store. The next thing I knew I was 
in the middle of the street and Mr. Arnold 
and his son were both about to kill me. I 
picked up a rock and struck the old man 
with it to keep him from killing me. I did 


it in self-defense and did not mean to kill 
him at all.” 

Perkins says he is sorry that the trouble 
occurred, but feels that he has been en- 
tirely forgiven, as he did what he thought 
was right. Since his arrest he says he has 
been forgiven of his sins and will here- 
— lead the exemplary life of a Chris- 

an.

TO BE TRIED TODAY. 


FERDINAND SALOSHIN WILL BE 
GIVEN A HEARING. 


He Has Retained Counsel and Wil) 
Make a Strong Fight on the 
Charges Against Him. 


Ferdinand Saloshin, the young Atlanta 
drummer who was charged with being @ 
common cheat and swindler by the pro- 
prietor of the Central hotel in Columbus, 
will be tried under an indictment found by

the grand jury of Muscogee c 
The trial will. be held this morning in 


Columbus, and Saloshin, who is now under 
pond, will be represented by Attorneys Lit- 
tle & Little, of Columbus. He has been 
in Atlanta since he was released on bond 
and will leave this morning for Columbus, 


on the early morning train. 
The case grew out of a business trip 


which was taken by Satoshin to Columbus 
last November and the failure of the a 
rival of a check which he said his New 
York house had promised to forward him 
while he was in that city. During his stay 
in Columbus he stopped at the Central 
hotel which is conducted by W. D. Greene. 
Saloshin says he informed Greene at the 
time he registered at the Central that he 
had no money, but was anticipating @ 
check which had been promised him by 
the firm for which he was traveling. The 
check failed to materialize and Saloshin 
notified Greene‘ that he was going to re- 
turn to Atlanta, where he could secure an- 
other position and earm enough money to 
settle the board bill which he had made 
while in Columbus. 

He returned to this city, but had been 
here only a few days when he received a 
letter from Greene, asking that @ remit- 
tance be made at once, and the amount 
of the bill was stated to be $47. He wrote 
Greene that as fast as he was able to 
make the money he would send him pay- 
ments. A letter was received the following 
day by a relative of the young man from 
treene, asking that the bill be paid im- 
mediately. In this letter Greene placed 
the amount of the board bill at more than 
$50. The next that was heard from Greene 
was a warrant, which was sent through 
the office of Sheriff Barnes, requesting that 
Saloshin be seen, and if he agreed to set- 
tle the bill the warrant was not to be 
served. If, on the other hand, he re- 
fused to pay the amoun!, the warrant was 
to be executed and he was to be held for 
an officer from Columbus. 

Saloshin was arrested and held by the 
sheriff. In the meantime he employed 
Thomas «x Smith as counsel and a writ 
of habeas corpus was taken out and heard 
before Judge Reid, of the first division of 
the city court. Judge Reid decided that 
the charge of cheating and swindling was 
not a crime under the laws of Georgia, 
but ordered Saloshin held until Greene could 
be given an opportunity to amend the war- 
rant. The warrant was amended and re- 
turned, charging that Saloshin was a com- 
mon cheat and swindler. Under this war- 
rant he was curried back to Columbus. 
The expenses of the trip was the cause 
of much correspondence between 
and Sheriff Barnes. Greene finally agreed 
to deposit $20 for the expenses of carrying 
the prisoner down, which was done. 

The attorneys of Saloshin, Thomas & 
Smith, retained the services of Little & 
Little, of Columbus, to defend’ him, and 
when the young man arrived bond was 
prorptly given by his Hebrew friends in 
the required amount. He then came back 
to Atlanta, where he has been since that 
time. 

Saloshin stated last night that he had no 
doubt but that he would be acquitted at the 


trial, Which is to be held this morning. He 
will make a vigorous fight.

The fact that the “blue and gray’ pa- 
rade which was to have been held in New 
York on the Fourth of July has been called 
off will not Keep the Confederate Veterans 
from taking their trip to Richmond to 
attend the national encampment.

We would have liked nothing better than 
to have gone to New York and paraded 
with the men against whom we fought, 
and toward whom we have but the kindest 
feelings; but if they don’t want us, why, 
that’s a different, thing, and we, under 
those circumstances, don’t wish to go.”
